AT. THE HEAD UF THK CONSPIRACY. 


Mr. Longenecker Shows Wherein John F. 
Beggs as Keasponsibie. 

State’s Attorney Longenecker made the clos- 
ing argument on behalf of the State, and 
addressed the jury as follows? 

It the court please, and gentlemen of the jury: 
I regret to announce that Mr. Mills is sick and 
not able to close this case. While I know you 
gentlemen of the jury are disappointed, while. I 
am profoundly disappointed, yet no one is more 
disappointed than Mr. Millis: himself. No one 
regrets it any more than the gentieman who was 
to address you himself. I left him yesterday 
evening at 7 o’ciock, and it was determined there 
and then by his physician that it would not be 
safe for him to attempt to close this case. 

When I was struggling along here in the City 
of Chicago years ago trying to earn an honest 
living in my profession Mr. Mills called me into 
his office and said: ‘“ Longenecker, I would hke 
to have you as one of my assistants in the State's 
Attorney's office.”” I said: ‘Very well, I will 
be glad to come into your office.’ And when 
this case arose and I felt the great responsibilit 
that rested upon me as State’s Aitorney 
thought I would be doing the people a good serv- 
ice in requesting Mr. Miils to: close the argument 
in this case, ‘And at my earnest solicitation he 

todo seo. But it has been willed other- 
wise, and he is not here to address you. 

I promise you, gentiemen, that I shali not talk 
to you long. I make that $e oman ge to you now, I 
know how tired you are, having been locked _ 
so long away from your families; and it woul 

unreasonable, even if I could, to attempt to 
makéa long speech in reference to this case, 
And if I do not cover all the pomts made in the 
case, if Ido not go into details, I think you will 
all give me indulgence, for I do not want to im- 
se upon your good nature and upon you as 
urors any longer. | 

‘We are met in this case for the first time after 
thesopening argument with the theory of de- 
fense. In most ail murder cases. in most all im- 
portant trials, when the State, or the people rep- 
resented by the State’s Attorney, gives an out- 
line of the prosecution's side the defendant’s at- 
torney arises and gives to the jury their defense. 
Tf not at the opening, then after the evidence is 
closed for the prosecution; then they arise and 
tell us how they are going to meet this evidence. 
That was not done. Sothat it remained until 
the last counsel for the defendants arose to ad- 
dress you in a three days’ argument, for the first 
time, }ou, as jurymen, and we, as represeata- 
tives of the peopie, were notified of the theory of 
the defense—that is, that there was a greut con- 
spiracy on the part of the people; that there was 
& conspiracy to hang innocent men; aconspiracy 
to murder under the guise of the law, and the 
gentieman was so earnest in that statement that 
he carried it all through his argument to the 
jury. Heargued that proposition with the same 
force that he did anything elge that he = taiked 
about in the case. 

COUNSEL SHOULD ALL BE INDICTED, 

Now, gentiemen, if that ts your notion of this 
case. if you believe that there is a conspiracy to 
murder Martin Burke and those otnmer men on 
trial, then you ought to acquil, and you ought to 
recommend to his Honor that the counsel repre- 
senting the people of this great State shouid be 
indicted and tried for murder. If I, as a repre- 
sentative of the people, am guilty of coaching 
evidence against Martin Burke and those other 
men on trial, lought not to have a trial, but 
ought to ve taken by the citizens of your State 
ang hanged without court or jury. 0 you be- 
lieve, gentlemen, that there ig a conspiracy bere 
to convictinnocent men? Do you believe that 
these men sitting by my side have crowded me 
out of my office and concocted conspiracy against 
innocent men and called in a jury of twelve men 
to assist thein? 

You Go not believe that they are guilty of it. 
If they were guilty of it do,you suppose that 
they could do it without my knowing it? If they 
didit without my knowing i# or finding it out 
then [am unworthy of the vosition, and should 
be prosecuted for criminal negligence and con- 
victed, Why, the gentieman tells you that it is 
Gone by the other branch of the Clan-na-Gaels, 
and they are backing the prosecution; that as 
soon as it gets outof the hands of tne Cvroner 
they bring up witness after witness to swear 
falsehoods before you, and he stated it in that way. 
Why, gentlemen, that is untrue, not testified to, 
and the assertion is not mght.’ : 

The men behind this prosecution, the other 
branch of the Cilan-na-Gueis, not so. Every 
Cian-na Gael witness that we have called to the 
stand belonged to the triangle, part of the Clan- 
na-Guel organization, Camp No. 9%, from which 
Dr. Cronin left (1 put i im that way). {ne 
learned counseifor aa hour taiked about his or- 
gunizing un opposition camp, calling it No, 96, 
the same aS old No. 96; Colambus Club instead 
of Coiumbia Club.

Are they in a con- 
spiracy with the ether assdeiates, the members 
of the same cump as John F. Be “Daniel 
Coughiia, and Martin Burke} Why, “they come 
@> brothers from the same camp, so that 
won't do to charge it in that way. 

Now, gentlemen, the oniy réason of that is to 
show you how far meno Will in trying 
to misiead a jury. Mr. Culvet, yo® stated when 
questioned as to whether yourkoew any of the 
attorneys in this case, that you nnew me, You 
said to the learged counsel; Mr Forrest, that 

ou had an acquuimtance with me. Do you be- 
leve that I could have it in my heartto puta 


» Witness on che stana that I did not believe to 


sweur the life away of thiesa men? If you do. 
recommend to his honor that i be prosecutea for 
the crime, and the manoer io Woich this attorney 
addresses you iooks as thougb he believed that 
your knowiedge of me woud iead you to beiicve 
that I would enter into sueh a coaspiracy «as 
that. Gentiemen, | would rather nave my arms 
torn from my body than to ve guilty of any such 
crime as that. “4 

Mr. Forrest—We believe that. 

Judge Longenecker—Yes, you must believes it. 
And vet that lawyer asked that with some force 
~—he looked over at me, and Wauts you to be- 
lieve that [was so ighorani, that I was so un- 
worthy of my position, that 1 wus se incom- 
peteat as to sit here like « mummy and let these 
men conspire to bave u jury to hang honest men. 

Gentiemen, you don’t velieve that. You don't 
believe that that great big-hearted Lrisnman sit-

THk EVIDENCH AGAINST ~ BEGGS UNIM- 
PEACHED. 

Gentlemen, I may be a little disconnected in 
my argument before you, andifIam you will 
pardon me. ButI wish to notice Foster's argu- 
meut for his client. Ifthere is nothing against 
John F. Beggs I cannot see why he said 80 
much, It was understoont, I may say, that Mr, 
Ingham was not to talk about Camp No. 2 atall. 
That is the truth of the matter. e was not to 
discuss that proposition. I bad gone over it, as 
you recoliect. i thought I had tired you out by 
talking of Camp No. 20. Mr. Hynes was.to take 
up that, and be did and went over the same 
ground asI had, andI still have to repeat my- 
seif because of this assumed sincerity on the 
part of Mr. Foster. 

Why this learned counsel should talk a day 
and uw half if there 1s nothing against his client I 
do not know. Do you wonder at it? Why is it 
that a man whose services are so valuable, who 
never had anything but an important case, should 
talk a day and a hals in a case where there is no 
evidence against bis client, and out of the day 
and a half never talk about his client’s case ex- 
cept for avout tifteen minutes, is more than Ican

| understand, Was it because he was primed for 


a speech? Was it because he had to read 
the Irish history that he had copied into his 
maouscript? Was it because Foster had 
to advertise himself at the expense of his client? 
Or was it because he thought there was 
something against his client? You know bow he 
spread—like the waters of the Plate River, you 
can look at it,and you can see what a mighty river 
it- is. It is true it ig ailspread out, but there is 
no depth to it. Foster's speech was spread out 
like the River Piate, but that is all there is to 
it. Iam not saying this out of any disrespect for 
Mr. Foster, but | um applying it to nis speech, 
because you know, genutiemen, that it was a 
spread out speech; that if he had taken half the 
interestin his client's case, as he had in Mr. 
Foster's case, then you might have thought per- 
haps there was not much against Mr. Beggs. 

He takes you clear over to Ireland and talks 
about the smokestacks that have been stopped 
for a century, and he taiks about the spindies 
and the jooms. You are nothere to start the 
smokestacks of Ireland and the spindies and 
the looms; you are here for business. Your 
business 1s to see whether these men have com- 
mitted murder or not, and, if they have, the law 
demands that you render a verdict in accordance 
with the truth in this case—not to be prejudiced 
by anything of the kind, no matter how much 
— may Want tostart up the smokestacks of 

reland; no matterhow much you might want 
to move the loom; no matter how much you 
might want tofree Ireland you cannot free it by 
your verdict; you cannot help them by 
your verdict; your business is to determine 
whether these men are guilty orinnocent. And 
here you have a@& gentieman take up half a 
day taiking about Irish history; he did not even 
commit it to memory, but had to read it from 
his manuscripts. I could write outan Irish bis- 
tory and tell you it was the greatest country in 
the world for education at one time; that the 
whole world looked upon Lreland as the greatest 
country in the world—but what has that to do 
with these men ontmal? Nothing. We are not 
trying them as Irishmen—we are not trying them 
as Clan-na-Gaels; we are not trying them as any- 
thing else but men indicted for murder. That is 
the issue. Just get down to business and tefl me 
what it was that Foster said inthis case that re- 
lated to his client in his duwy and a half talk. 
Now, we are not here for speech making. We 
are not here for parading. We are bere to talk 
about the facts in the case, whether that can be 
done in an hour or in a day. 


ORIGIN OF 1 HE GREAT CRIME, 


The Theory of the Prosecution Fally Sas- 
tained by the EKvidence. 

How much did he talk about this case? “Well, 
the whole afternoon Was spent first in talking 
about these able attorneys that have been em- 
ployed to assist me—first putting the fore-wheels 
of the wagon before you, and then making the 
fore-wheels, Mr. Ingham—one of tne fore-wheels, 
the greatest wheel in the machine. Well, that 
was right. The fore-wheels of the wagon always 
bear their share of the burden. Certuinly, it re- 
fers to Mr. Donahoe and Mr. Wing on their side, 
because they were the fore-whee:is there.

Now, this learned counsel talked all the after 
noon. He even charged that that big-hearted 
Irishman was @ dynamiter. That is not true. 
That man has always, as did Dr. Cronin, lifted 
up his voice against dynamite high, protesting 
against the use of dynamite. He charged him 
with his association with a man who fled from 
this country. I say it would be wrong for bim 
to charge that because this man was a bad man. 
That man 5g ig, Saw ere associate, never hua 
unything to do im. The reason I men- 
tion itis he makes these statements, aud | have 
aright to make mine. He never wus at asso- 
ciate of any man. 4hat ran away to Canada, and 
yet be believes this jury will believe it. Nobw, 
thatis not fair. That has nothing to do with 
Beggs at ail, but it shows that the same that is 
behind the Otners in the defense is behind Mr. 
Foster and Mr. Beggs. 

Now, our theory has been in this case that 
there Was @ conspiracy, whether it originated at 
the time of the appointment of the conmittee 
or after its appoigtment, our theory is that there 
was a conspiracy to murder Dr. Cronin because 
they believed he was aspy, the men who mur- 
déred him, and that the men who followed that 
up had another object in having him murdered— 
humely: the pedry be preventing bim from going 
before the honest Irishmen ang showing them 
how they had been roDbea of their funds. That 
has been our theory, The proof justifies us in 
making this statement 1d you ever think 
since this trial—bave you heard of anybody 
having any /eeiing against Dr. Cronin’ You 
have neard of bis belonging to this organization 
and that. You bave heara of his singing in pub- 
lic; you have beard of his being here aud there, 
@man liked. Has there been any evidence of 
auy other person on earth that would be likely 
to kill Dr. Cronin? None at all. Where do you 
gv, Where do you get the starting point in this 
great conspiracy? Where do you’ fiad it? You 
find itin Camp No. Win Turner Hail Now, we 
do*not coarge that the entire cump was in it. 
We do not charge that the membership knew of 
the conspiracy, but we do charge thatit started 
there among these parties. 


BEGGS WAS IN THE CONSPIRACY. 


I wish now to answer Mr.jFoster’s talk in refer- 
ence to Beggs. It won't take long because there is 
not much to be said, itis all so pointed, so con- 
densed, and is 50 strong that even Mr. Foster did 
not dare to dweil upon it. Is there a witness 
that took the stana that disputes anything that 
we have proven in reference to John F. isegys? 
Notone. Is there a witness that swears that 
there was no motion mude and carried thata 
secret committee be appointed? Is there a wit- 
hess that took the stand and denied it? Has it 
been refuted by any witness of Camp No. 2 that 
John F, beggs when he said that committce 
Was appointed to report to me 
never appointed it? Remember 
was to be a secret committee no one could know 
who that committee was except Beggs, who ap- 
pointed it, and the committee who were ap 
pointed; and when the question was asked of 
Beggs, “Has that secret committee or pri- 
Vaile committee been appointed’”’ he said 
“Toat committee was appointed to re 
port to me aione.”’ The other wit- 
ness swore that he understood him to say, 
“That committee reports to the Senior Guar- 
Giun alone.”’ Had that reference to the prior 
cOommiites that Was trying the triangle? No. 
Had it reference to any other commitiee? No. 
It had referenceto the secret commuttee. It 
had reference to the committee that was ap- 
pointed to do this work. Woether they were ap- 
pointed to do the work at the time they did do it, 
they did do it, whether they were appointed for 
that purpose or ot, 

but if they were appointed for one purpose and 
then tney committed an unlawful act by virtue 
of that appointment, whether it was out of the 
line of the appointment or not, their acts become 
criminal, ana if Beggs knew that they were by 
Virtue of that appointment doimg that which 
was wrong and unlawful, then he became a party 
to it Just as much usif he had appointed them 
origically to tuke the life of Dr. Cronin or to 
commit an Unlawful act. That is the law on this 
Question. 

But now, here Mr. Foster says that that com- 
mittee—now I want to call to your aitention 
there are here two witnesses in ail that—say 
that. Now, there is no conspiracy there, is 
there, on the part of these two witnesses? ‘They 
were both members of Camp No. 9%. Henry 
Owen O'Connor aiways stood by the oid orgun- 
ization; eVen that night when the committee 
Was uppointed he mude a speech and recom- 
mended a certain amendment. Nolan was the 
Secretary. elected the same time that Beggs was, 
Or afterwards, rather, at a special meeting. 
These are two men, Henry Owen O'Connor, a 
commitiee to pass upon the ‘books of Murphy, 
and others. Nolan was made Financia! Secre- 
tury. Two important positions. there in this 
Cian-na-Guel Camp No. 20, where Beggs presid- 
ed, yet these two men take the stand and Foster 
compiiments them—doesn't dispuie their evi- 
dence. They swear that Beggs said to them, 
“He reports to me alone,” and they stand un- 
contradicted and unimpeuched. 


HEAD AND FRONT OF THE PLOT. 

. Mr. Longenecker then speat considerable time 
in reviewing the testimony against John F. 
Beggs, showing that he was cognizant of a secret 
commitcee and his letters to Speiman were part 
of the plot, and were written as a biind. Contin- 
uing he said: 

Now, gentiemen, Iam not going to bother you 
about reading. I am anxious that you should 
not be misied in reference to Begys. Because, 
if Foster is correct—and I know he is—then it 
Beggs is guilty he ts awful guilty. A man who is 
educated,a man who has practiced law, a man

cause he was such @ straight, truthful man. In. 


cuted, a man who is educated in a profession of 
this character, is bela accountable for his acts 
in a higher degree than is the 
man who does not know the law. And for less 
acts he is more responsible. If this man set the 
machinery in motion—and his counsel says.he 1s 
not a dupe—if he set this terrible conspiracy in 
motion, then he becomes the worst of the men 
on trial. And he is just the character who would 
do just the little which would have more effect 
than if be stood in the shoes of Martin Burke or 
Dao Coughlin. He stands at the head of this 
conspiracy, He stood there helping to forge the 
first link in this great conspiracy, and I am 
anxious, gentlemen, that you be not misied in 
reference to John F. Begas. To charge here that 
any man, Mr. Inghamor any one else, cannot 
assert bere on his conscience that Beggs is 
guilty under this law and evidence is a charge 
that is nottrue. John F. Beggs made nis record 
on this chain of evidence the same as Martin 
Burke made his record. 

He started the first link and gathered up the 
last link, and, gentlemen, don't forget that he is 
awfully guilty, Well, but Mr. Foster says that 
Beegs is acquainted with Harrison, He in- 
troduced this fact that this second-rate con- 
stable introduced him to Bailey, Dawson, and 
Mr. Babcock, and that he only introduced him 
for the purpose ef what? Of showing his 4&s- 
sociations. Is that. the reason why be intro- 
duced this speech that Beggs had made to Presi- 
dent Harrisoa? Does that show the associations 
ofevery man who has shaken the Presideut’s 
band? Does it give him character? Does it throw 
open the record? Is it an open book of his 
character to go and shake the hané of President 
Harrison? If that is so, President Harrison had 
better stand and shake the hands of men who 
are all overthis country and give them char- 
acters, If that is opening up the book of a man, 
ifthat gives hima reputation and a standing 
when he is charged for cruel murder, why, then, 
Mr. Harrison ought to shake hands with a good 
many fellows in Chicago. 

Thatis notit. He didn’t know what might 
come. Providence had been causing the sewer 
to give up the silent witness. Providence had 
been giving up the German woman that heard 
the last words of the dying man, 

BEGGS’ ALIBI A MERE RUSE 

He doesn’t know what Providence might‘do be- 
fore the case ended, so an alibi must be proven 
for Beggs, and when he finds out that he doesn’t 
establish an alibi tnen he Wants you to wuader- 
stand that he was practicing a fraud on you, and 
simply introduced it for the purpose of showing 
his association. 

The fact that he was introduced to Bailey Daw- 
son, a gentieman, and Babcock, another ygentie- 
man, and President Harrison, another gentie- 
man, is no evidence that his’ associa- 
tion is able to give him a char- 
acter. Then he says that is what 
he diditfor. Now, gentiemen, that fs all dohe 
to get your minds here; it is not because he is an 
innocent man, itis because he is asmart man. 
I think he is about the smartest man in Chicago. 
Foster, because it does take a smart man to talk 
adayandahbaif when he has nothing to talk 
about that pertains to his clicnt’s case, because 
the evidence is all one-sided in this case so far 
as it relates to Beggs. and it is one sided so far 
as it relates to all these gentlemen, and if it was 
not I don’t think I ahould ever forgive Forrest 
for accusing us of being guilty of conspiracy. 


FACTS ARE STUBBORN THINGS, 


Each Circamstance Combines to Make the 
Case More Strong. 

Mr. Forrest undertakes to knock out Mr. Ing- 
ham’s happy hit on the sticks, you know, by con- 
tending that you take doubtful circumstances, 
he says, and you put to them other doubtful cir- 
cumstances, and it does not make them any 
stronger. That is true. Mr. Ingham was talk- 
ing about proved circumstances, circumstances 
proven. No matter how small a circumstance it 
is, if it belongs to any part of the case, you putit 
to it and it adds strength; if you talk about 
everything being doubtfui that you put together, 
you still have # bundle of doubts. but when you 
pick them up, no matter how smail they are, if 
proven, and add them together in one bundle 
you have strength. 

That was tne idea that Mr. Ingham tried to im- 
press upon you. Ingham illustrated it in that 
way. Each illustration is good. You may say, 
for instance, we take as one stick the contract, 
the horse and the buggy. anotmer stick, you may 
say the finding of the D@dy in the trunk and the 
clothes is another stick, and put them all to- 
gether, and you have got a stick that ali four of 
these lawyers cannot break. Why, the con- 
tract with Dr. Cronin was not criminal of itself. 
Tuke that circumstance alone. Go into a doc- 
tor’s office and employ him ‘for seven mon ls, 
there is nothing criminal about it standing 
alone. Daniel Coughiin's going to hire a horse 
and buggy fora man, saying that he would be 
there at 7'o’clock, is nothing criminal standing 
aione. The renting of the cottage aad paying $12 
for it, and jewing the man, down; there is 
nothing criminal savoutit standing alone. You 
would not see that there Was anything criminai, 
but when you take this Camp No, 2 and see 
what was done Feo. 8 asa circumstance, the 
renting of No. 117 Clark street on the 2th, the 
buying of the furniture and putting it in there, 
the sleeping of Kunze there to avoid suspicion, 
the trunk and the valise in there, the fact of go- 
ing to Vr. Cronin and the contracting to come 
when he is wantead,and leavieg the cards, the 
renting of the cottage, the moving of the furni- 
ture, the hiring of the, horse and buggy, the pres- 
éntation of O’Sullfvan’s card, the driving of 
Cronin there, the murdering of him in the cot- 
tage, then they become a power in the case. 
They all become stroygg. 

LAW AND FACTS ALWAYS AGREE. 

Mr. Forrest will not find me disputing his 
propositions of law. Right here let me say that 
the court will give you tne law; but do not forget 
that you are to try this case on the facts under 
the law. He will tell you that if from ail the cir- 
cumstances in the case you have no reasopabie 
doubt as to the guilt then you must convict; bout 
thatif you have @ reasoneble doubt then you 
must acquit. It i¢ you, after ail, who become 
the judges of the case. Do not forget the 
evidence in the case. The court does not intend 
to instruct the evidence out of your mind in giv- 
ing you @ loug chain of instructions which it is 
his duty under the law to give. He does not in- 
tend tnat you shail forget the evidence that is 
applicable under the law. For instance, he 
might give you an instruction, and it is possible 
he will, that before you can find the men guilty 
you must believe beyond a reasonable doubt 
that Dr. Cronin, if killed, was killedin the man- 
ner and form as charged in the indictment, and 
that the cause of death was as charged in the in- 
dictment. 

Well, now that means you are to decide wheth- 
er be was killed as churged in .the indictment, 
not as testified by any particular doctor on the 
stand. The reason physicians are called js to 
get their medicul opinion. What is it? And I 
want to read you some of their evidence. Three 
physicians swear, who stood there over him, 
who took off the scalp and saw the wounds, they 
saw what? This doctrine of exclusion that he 
taiked of all day Saturday applies to this. When 
you excluae everything else these wounds must 
have caused his death. You, in determining the 
cause of death, have a right to take into con- 
sideration that the man was found 
stripped of his ciethes, found buried 
in a catch-basin, within a half-mile of a 
bloody trunk, and if you don’t believe that he 
was carried away in the trunk, then you are 
shutting up some of the strongest evidence in 
the cuse. The bioodin the trunk is evidence 
that be bled while in the trunk, before he was in 
the basin. You have a rignt to telieve all this. 
and the court will tell you that the cause of 
death may be proven by circumstances, the same 
as anything else. 

Why, this counsel undertakes to tell me what 
my duty is as State’s Aitorney. This man who 
says there was a great conspiracy bere, that Ing- 
ham and Hynes and Scanlun and the Cisn-na- 
Gaels got up s conspiracy here to murder innocent 
men, and he, W.S. Forrest, has discovered it. 
This man arguesthis point that it was not the 
cause of deaih, with the same force and strength 
that he does any other point in the case, and yet 
he knows in his soul there is nothing in it. 

NO BLUNDER IN THE INDICTMENT. 

Why, he telis you that 1 made a blunder in that 
indictment. Why. gentiemen, if that indictment 
had charged that this man Was kKilied ana that 
the cause Was unknown, with all these wounds 
on his head, witb ail this blood in the trunk and 
in the cottage, wouldn’t you have @ right to take 
that into consideration—the blood in the cottage 
and on the sidewaik andin the trunk, and the 
condition of him when he was founda. If I had 
drawn such an indictment he would have a rea- 
son to say that. 

When the doctor swore to all these things, 
swore there was no natural cause of death, when 
it wus proved be could not have got in the catch- 
basin himself and died of his own accord, when 
he could not buve been choked to death because 
of the blood in the trunk. 1 don’t Know what 
effect their argument has had upon you, whether 
you think you know more about drawing an in- 
aistment than Ido or Mr. Baker, who has drawn 
them for year and years, and hence I am going 
to read to you just what the doctors say on that 
proposition; but recollect that that can be 
proven the same as any other circumstunce, 

At this point Mr. Hynes for Mr. Longenecker 
read at length the expert testimony pertaining 
to the cause of death, which has already been 
printed in fullin these columns. 

After the reading of this testimony by Mr. 
Hynes the court took an adjournment to 2 
o’clock. 


MOUNTAIN PE \KS OF EVIDENCE, 


Review of the Case a« Presented by the 
Prosecution. 

At the opening of the afternoon session Mr. 
Longenecker resumed his address to the jury as 
follows: 

If the court please, gentlemen, on this ques- 
tion of cause of death I have thought no littie of 
Mr. Forrest's position thereon, knowing as i do 
that the court would be bound to instruct 
you that you will be the judges as to the cause of 
that man’s death, and that you could determine 
that from the circumstances, Therefore I have 
no thought to pay much attention to this, but it 
is Well enough, since our attenwon Bas been 
called toitand since Mr. Forrest insisted that 
the cause of death was not proven, and 
that I am to biame, and not the jury, 
if these men are acquitted as tried on that in- 
dictment, If you men summoned here to try 
this case on the evidence are bun ing up some 
excuse to acquit these men that wiil afford you 
one, DULIt will be an acquittal for them. 

Dr. Perkins suys that there were at least a 
dozen wounds, one three inches.long. "Now, with 
the other circumstences in the case, with these 
wounds On the head, with the trunk steeped in 
blood, with the cotton saturated with bicod with- 
in half a mile of the cottage of where the vody

Dr. Cronin, must bave been in the trunk, and. i 
im the trunk, that was his blood, and if that was 
his bicod it came from these wounds, and if 
these wounds appeared there, then no sane man 
on earth, whether be is uoder oath or not, if he 
has the least judgment or if he has common, or- 
dinary sense, would say that you could not tell 
the cause of that man’s death. 

But this learned counsel, this man who stood 
here for three solid days, this man who has 
so wrapped up in finding conspirators, who stoo 
on bis feet me after day, charged that every 
witness brought here since the Coroner's inquest 
was brought here to help out this case by a mis- 
statement of facts. 

MRS. HOERTEL’S TESTIMONY NOT REFOTED. 

If that was so tnen weare all guilty of suborna- 
tion and perjury. If by subornation and per- 
jury we convict innocent men, then we are 
guilty of murder; that is bis argument. And 
he would have you twe!ve men believe that. By 
bis own argument he admits that Mrs. Hoertel’s 
testimony is true; by his own argument he ad- 
mits that something transpired in the cottage, 
unless you wipe her evidence out entirely, un- 
less you say she is a perjured woman; unless 
you say that Capt. Sehuettier, who hus been 
doing the work in this case, has been fixing wit- 
nesses to swear men's lives away; "nliess you 
believe that be admits that those blows were re- 
ceived in the cottage. 

Why, gentiemen, if Mrs. Hoertel was not 
worthy of belief, if her reputation was not good, 
they could have brought in the neighbors here, 
the law gives them the right to ask the question, 
*Do you know Mrs. Hoertel’s reputation for 
truth and veracity?’ “Yes, sir.” ‘Is it goodor 
bad?” “*Bad."’ If her reputation is bad they 
could have proven it; they could get some wit- 
nesses to show that, and do you suppose that this 
man—Mr. Forrest—would have rested until that 
would have been done? They could have done as 
we did witb this man who didn’t know where be 
lived or couldn't tell you what be nad done—this 
man that undertook to show that he helped put 
the lock on the door. What did we do with bim? 
B. ousht witness after witness here to swear that 
they would not beileve him on oath, and you 
don’t believe him on oath. 

They could have done the same thing with Mrs. 
Hoertel if she was not worthy of belief, and 
could haveimpeached her and then destroyed 
ber evidence betore you; but they didn’t do it, 
Why? You don’t suppose that Mr. Forrest, who 
is such a gvod hand to bunt down conspiracies, 
who is so skillful in this business, would negiect 
80 important a matter as that. 

And yet look how this skillful lawyer would 
argue this case. He telis you asto Mertes that 
it was understood that he was to fix Dr. Cronin 
in the cottage. Why, the very day on which 
Cronin disappeured it went out that ne had been 
driven away with a white horse—on Monday 
morning before anybody had thought Cronin had 
been murdered, before anybody had charged 
that there nad been anything wrong with him 
except Mrs. Conklin. The word wentout from 
the police force to see who had a white horse, 
and yet this lawyer would undertake to convince 
this honest jury that we were trying to fix Mertes 
to swear that he saw Cronin driven there, and 
that with a bald-faced brown or bay horse. 

Itis absurd to talk such stuff as that, yet he 
would have you believe that now. Mertes never 
did say tiil after the body was found, never men- 
tioned it till after the cottage was discovered, 
and ithad been advertised that it was a white 
horse that had driven Cronin away. Here is a 
significant fact. Why sbould Dan Coughiin 
Monaay morning, before anybody had charged 
that Cronin bad been murdered, when Capt, 
Schaack said he will turn up ali right, when be 
was not uneasy, when he told Mr. Conklin to 
wait till night, when he felt that the trunk con- 
tained a woman, on account of @ statement, as 
Mr. Whelan states here on the witness stand— 
why should Dan Cougblin tell Dinan Monday 
morning. Do not say unything about my friend 
having.that white borser Why should he, before 
any one would believe Cronin was turdered, say 
Do not mention it, because Cronin and I were 
enemies, or not friends? Dan Coughlin knew 
Cronin was muraered, and he knew that the 
white horse and buggy were the white horse and 
buggy that carried bim to his death. 

Think of that! It was Monday morning. Why 
was he ready to believe that that horse and bug 
gy had driven Cronin to his death? No one had 
charged it Mrs. Conklin had ciaimed that he 
was dead, thatsomething had happened, but no 
one would believe the poor woman. Why should 
Dan Coughlin be so ready to bélieve it when his 
Captain would not believe it, when the-Chief of 
Police would not believe it, when the public 
prosecutor did not believe it, when the tommu- 
nity were ready to believe that Cronin was alive? 
Why should Dan Cougniin the sixth day of the 
month, the day after the discovery that he was 
gone, why should Dan Coughlin tell Dinan to 
keep still? 

sOMt OF FORREST’S MISTAKES SHOWN. 

Now, Mr. Forrest's attack on witnesses has 
been general. He has not omitted a witness. 
He attucks the new witnesses as well as the old. 
He flas attacked every witness that we have got 
in this case, ard, gentlemen, virtually said that 
r0 must disbelieve them because they are liars. 

Ow you cannot take Mr, Forrest's statements 
for evidence against sworn evidence. Mrs. 
Hoertel was on the standand testified to wnat 
she sawand heard. Forrest's statement that 
she is lying does not make itso. You cannot 
disregard that evidence if you believe her state- 
ment to be true; but Forrest denying it would 
not make it any the less true. : 

Now, gentlemen, I will hurry this through as 
fastaslcan. I willnow refer to Mr. Forreston 
the lock question. Someone during the trial—I 
think I took the position niysell, that they 
kicked it open. Now, it does not matter 
whether they kickea it open or not. Men who 
couid open upthe sewer could pry that off, 
could pry this off just as well as somebody 
else. ut they wast youto infer that the of- 
ficers kicked it off or pried it off. or some one 
else did. Now, you recoliect those Germans, the 
men who were traveling along there that morn- 
ing, found the lid separate from thetruag; they 
gathered it up ana put it on the trupé. 

It does not matter whether the lock was pried 
off at that time, or whewer the truok was kicked 
open; tne fact remains that toe trunk was locked, 
that this was on the hasp, locked, and the key 
gone. Now, is it for us to say whether they pried 
off this lock from the. trunk, or whether they 
kicked it open from the rear. It is not for us to 
show how it was kicked off. Our theory was that 
they had kicked it open. They may have pulled 
off the lock, or they may have pried the lock off 
so as to get the lid off, We do not know how that 
was done. His clients can probably tell you 
more about that than. I can. 

Now, gentlemen, that. key, Mr. Forrest says, 
was found by atrunk-maker. He found out that 
the man who Was on the stand had worked once 
at trunk-making. Now, if you believe that this 
man Lorsch went there and got a key that would 
fit this trunk, foundit with paint on it, and put 
it in there, and then come and swear to a lie, 
state that he found it there, a key that unlocked 
the trunk—if you believe Forrest's statement 
as against that man’s evidence, all right, believe 
it. ut what are they going to do with the fact 
that that trunk was locked, and the key gone? 
Now, it does not matter—we can theorize as to 
why that key was missed on the floor there and 
not seen, but it 1s not necessary. ‘There is sworn 
evidence that that key was found in the cottage, 
and that it unlocked this trunk, and it is evident 
that that trunk was locked and they had ho key 
to uniock it when they wanted to take out the 
body. Yet this learned lawyer would have you 
believe that it is a conspiracy. 
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THE STRONG LINKS OF THE CHAIN, 


Undisputed Evidence That Connects Each 
Defendant with the Murder. 

Now, gentlemen, Mr, Forrest seemed to be in 
earnest in his talk. He was earnest about the 
cause of death, He was &4s much in earnest 
about that as he was about the identification of 
the body. Why, these cases of identification 
which they read to you, those that occurred 350 
years ago, were where the identification was 
contested. A man might go into your house 
tonight, under his reasoning, shoot your wile be- 
fore your eyes, and simply because you happened 
to be called to see the man in jail and say 
whether he is the man who killed your wife you 
are unworthy of belief; before you could be be- 
lieved you must put that man who murdered 
your wife before your eyes 1n a line of 100 so that 
you might pickg¢him out. Undisputed evidence 
that you saw him kill her, and yet this learned 
counsel wouid have you believe that you could 
not be relied upon—you are mistaken in identity, 
The man who could be mistaken as to that man’s 
facu—Martin Burke’s—surely must be biind. 

Five undisputed witnesses—old man Carison, 
Mother Carlson, Charies Carlson, Mrs. Charles 
Carlson, Martenson. Five witnesses swearing 
that that man is the man who rented the cot- 
tage. Yet that same learned lawyer would un- 
dertake to convince you and mislead you as to 
the cause of death; tells you that that identifica- 
tion is not to be relied upon. Absurd! Absurd! 
Well, if be wili argue that Martin Burke ws not 
the man who was there May 4; if he wili argue 
under this evidence that Martin Burke did not 
rent that cottage; if he will argue that Martia 
Burke did not move that furniture there; if he 
will argue that Martin Burke was not seen on the 
premises there, then tell me- if be is ia earnest 
and you believe his argument—tell me when and 
where you could ever convict mea charged with 
a crime. 

Now, then, put.these three things together. 
Within a mile of Where the clothes were found 
this body was found. Between where the body 
and the clothes were found was this trunk, with 
blood that was sofresh thatit could be stirred 
by the honest Germans who found the trunk the 
next morning, and containing cotton that was 
saturated by biood. Take ail these things to- 
gether and you have every reason to believe 
whuat?—that that was the same trunk that came 
out uf the Carison cottage. And why? Because 
into the Carlson cottage was moved just sucn a 
trunk. In the vahsée was found Dr. Cronin’'s 
clothes. The valise was purchased and moved 
into No. 117 Clark street and it was found in the 
sewer. 1 want you to remember that. 

EVERYTHING LEADS FROM CAMP NO. 2 

Gentlemen, let us see what we have gow Let 
us start in on this chain. Go into Camp No. 2 
Feb. 8 and see what there is. You will find that 
there was a motion to appoint a committee. You 
will find the cnarze of spy made. You wili find 
the speeches made. You will fiod there a circle 
of brothers banded together. Takein the speech 
of Beggs. Takein his letters to Spelman, and 
you have.got that link, and you start out from 
Cémp No. 20 with that link and you go over to 
tne 19th to No. 117 Clark street. You go from 
tnere to Revell’s and buy a trunk anda valise, 
and move the furniture into No. 117 Clark street. 
You put Kunze in there as a man to draw 
the public off as to the cause of that occupancy, 
and you bave @ second link—you have » 
second link, gentiemen.

There yee have the four, A link undisputed, @ 
chain of hnks undisputed by a living witness— 
four links leading ap to the murder of Dr. Cro- 
nin. You go to Dan Coughlin and be bires the 
horse and tuggy and you put that on, and that is 
Coughiin's link. There are five links as sold as 
rocks. as solid as iron- 4 links—five in num- 
ber—undisputed links. You go on and you ficd 
that over on Evanston évenue there is the trunk 
and the body and the clothes, and that is an- 
other link. There are these undisputed links 
that lead from Camp No. W to the grave of Dr. 
Cronin, , 

What have you got? You have got the first 
link made up by the Clan-na Gael brotherhood in 
Camp No. 20, and the de’endant Beggs’ letters 
and his statements of, * We are in the inorer 
circle.” To that add * Réport to me alone.” To 
that add everything Beggs knew, and It is 
hung onto that link. You go on further with 
reference to the renting of the ¢ottage. You 
find Burke in bdaeng< ge and he goes to t hnk. 
You find he says bis sister is coming to keep 
house for him and that ison thelink. You find 
he is going under an assumed name, and you find 
Burke entering the cottage and not occupying it. 
He is there on the night of the 4th; you find 
him disappear: you find everything that Burke 
did goes to that. P, O’Suliivan’s hbnk: You fiad 
the very card he bad printed was presented to 
Dr. Cronin, and the man says, **O’Suilivan wants 
you to come to his ice-house.” Undisputed evi- 
dence and circumstances. all leading you beyoaod 
question to the murder of Dr. Cronin. 

Take Dan Coughlin’s statement to Dinan, 
and put itto his link, Take his statement that 
Smith of Hancock was the man who got him to 
nire the horse, and put itthere. That Smi:h 
says he was at Hancock, Mich., and John Ryan 
was his friend, and he worked for him, and attach 
it to Coughlin’s link. Look at it. Tucre never 
was such achain of circumstances. The chair 
itself is strong, ana yet the other circumstances 
leading up to this chuin—these little chains that 
lead to each link—are s0 Strong they cannot be 
broken, and yet this lawyer would stand forth 
three days ano insiat that there was not evidence 
enough in this case presented to you, gentlemen 
of the jury, to enable you to convict. 

RESPONSIBILITY RESTING ON THE JURY. 

You begin to find the clothes, the trunk, the 
body, the cottage. Coughlin’s horse and buggy, 
the flat,and you come to Camp No. 20, and it 
fulls at the feet of John F. Beggs. Aad his 
lawyer says that John F. Beggs is the dupe of 
no man. No, gentlemen; but John F. Beggs is 
just as guilty if he was in this conspiracy, for 
ge be did, as the work of Martin Bur«e, every 

it. 

Now, gentlemen, I am through. I promised 
you to hurry up. I don’t believe'that tulking 
from now until June would change your opinion 
one way or the other. If you are settled to turn 
these men loose you willdoit. ff you believe 
that this evidence is not sufficient to convict, 
them of course you will acquit them. Butl 
want to call your attention to the responsibility. 
This, gentiemen, is a serious matter. It has got 
down to business; you have been sitting bere 
week in and week out hearing this evidence, un- 
disputed evidence, evidence that musi lead your 
minds to the conclusion that Vr. Cronin was mur- 
dered. evidence that must lead your minds to tne 
conclusion that it was done bys a conspiracy, ev!- 
dence that must. lead your minds to the belief 
that it was cold-blooded murder; that 
it was planned in secret; that it was done 
with the coolness of the man who swung the man 
over theclf. You must have come to the con- 
clusion that if ever there Was a murder case: ia 
which the extreme penalty of the law demanded 
at your hands a verdict of the kind this is one. 
Remember that you are not bere to convict inno- 
cent men. Remember that we ara here imsist- 
ing that this evidence is so overwhelming that 
you, as honest men, under your oaths, cannot re- 
sist this volume of proof that must convince you 
as sensible men beyoud a reasonable doubt that 
all five of these men are guilty of tails crime. 

The court then instructed the jury as follows: 


FAVORABLE 10 THE PRISONERS, 


Jadge McConnell Gives the Jurors Their 
Final Inatractions. 

The jury are judges of the law as well as of the 
facts in this case, andif they can say upon their 
oaths that they know the iaw better than the 
court itself they have the right to do so; but be- 
fore assuming so solemn @ responsibility they 
should be sure that they are not acting from 
caprice or prejudice, that they are not controlled 
by their will or wishes, but from a deep and con- 
fident conviction that the court ig wrong and 
they are right. Before saying this upon their 
oaths it is their duty to reflect whether from 
their study and experience they are better qualli- 
fied to judge of the law than the court. It, under 
all circumstances, they are prepared to say that 
the court is wrong in its @xposition of the law 
the statute has given them that right. 

In the language of the statute marder is the | 
unlawful killing of a humdén being, in the peace 
of the people, with malice aforethought, either 
expressed orimplied. The unlawful Killing may 
be perpetrated by poisoning, striking, starving, 
drowning, stabbing, shooting, or by any other of 
the various forms,or means by which humana 
nature may be overcome and déath thereby 
occasioned. Express malice is that deliberate 
intention unlawtully to take away the lifeof a 
fellow creature, which is manifested by external 
circumstances capable of proof. Malice shall be 
impiied when no considerabie provocation ap- 
pears, or when all the circumstances of she kill- 
ing show an abandoned and malignant beart. 

Whoever is guilty of murder snall suffer the 

unishment of death or imprisonment in the pen- 
tentiary for his natural life, or for a'term of not 
less than fourteen years. If the accused, or any 
of them, are found guilty by the jury the jury 
shall tix the punishment by their verdict. 

An accessory is he who stands by and aids, 
abets, or assists, or who, not being present, aid- 
ing, abetting, or assisting, hath advised, en- 
couraged, aided, or abetted the perpetration of 
the crime, He whothus aids, abets, assists, ad- 
vises, or encourages shall be considered as prin- 
cipal and punished accordingly. Every such ac- 
cessory, When a crime 1s. committed within or 
without this State, by his aid or procurement in 
this State may be indicted and convicted at the 
same time as the principal, or before or after his 
conviction, and whether the principal is con- 
victed or amenable to justice or not, and pun- 
ished as principal. 

The manner or cause of death which is alleged 
in the indictment 1s an esséntial clement of the 
charge against the defendants, and tne law re- 
quires the prosecution to establish that aver- 
ment to your satisfaction beyond reasonable 
doubt, asitis iaid in the indictment, before a 
conviction of the defendants, or either of them, 
can lawfully be had. But whether or not the 
manner or cause of death was as laid in the in- 
dictment may be estabiished by circumstantial 
evidence just as any other fact essential to con- 
viction may be. 

PRESUMPTION OF INNOCENCE. 

The indictment: against the defendants is no 
evidence of their guilt, but is merély a formal 
charge for the purpose of putting them upon 
trial. You ought to commenve tne investigation 
of this case with a presumption that the defend- 
ants and each of them are innocentiof the crime 
of which they are accused, and you should act 
up ?n this presumption throughout your consid- 
eration of the evidence. Uniess this presump- 
tion of innocence shail have been overcome by 
proof of guilt so strong, credible, and conclusive 
as to convince your minds beyond every reason- 
able doubt that the defendants are guilty, and 
uoless the evidence is of such @ nature as to ex- 
clude every resonabie doubt of guilt, then you 
ought to acquit the defendants. 

But this ruic of law which clothes every per- 
son accused of crime with the presumption of 
innocence, and imposes On the State the burden 
ifestabDlishing his goilt beyond a reasonabie 
doubt, is not intended to aid any one who is in 
fact guilty of the crime to escape, but is a hu- 
mane provision of law intended, so far as 
human agencies can, to guard against the dan- 
ger - acy innocent person being unjustiy pun- 

shed. 

Circumstantial evidence in criminal cases is 
the proof of such facts and circumstances con- 
nected with or surrounding the commission of 
the crime charged as tends to show the gulit or 
innocence of the party charged, and if these 
facts and circumstances are sufficient to satisfy 
the jury of the guilt of the defendants beyond a 
reasonable doubt, then such evidence is suf 
ficient to authorize the jury in finding the de- 
fenaants guilty. 

The law exacts a conviction wherever there is 
sufficient legal eviderce to show the defendants’ 
guilt beyond a@ reasonable doubt, and circum- 
stantial evidence 1s legal evidence. 

The following rules should guide you in your 
use and application of the circumstances intro- 
duced in evidence: 

It is the duty of the jury to enter upon the con- 
sideration of each circumstance proven, having 
in their minds the presumption that the defend- 
ants and each of them are innocent, and in 
considering suck fact or circumstance they 
should apply to it the presumption of innocence, 
and ifsuch fact or circumstance, when consid- 
ered in connection With all the evidence in the 
case, can be explained consistently with the in- 
nocence of the accused it is their duty soto ex- 
piuin it. 

No circumstance introduced in evidence on 
this trial can be used by you as a basis for any 
inference of guilt against the defendants or 
either of them unless such circumstance is first 
proven to your entire satisfaction, ana every cir- 
cumsiance in the ¢ase whichis not proven to 
your entire satisfaction should be wholly ais- 
missed from consideration, and must not be per- 
mitted to influence you to any extent against the 
defendants or either of them. | Any circumstance 
which is essential to a conclusion of guiit against 
the defendants, or either of them, should es- 
tablished beyond all reasonable doubt and to a 
moralcertainty before it can be used by tne 
jury against the defendants, 

REASONABLE DOUBT OF THKIR GUILT. 

In order to justify the iatererice of legal guilt 
from circumstantial evidence the existence of 
the incuipatory facts must be absolutely incom- 
patibie with the innocence of the accused and in- 
capabdie of explanation upon any other reasona- 
ble hypothesis than that of their guilt,

ALL WITNESSES PRESUMED TO BE CREDIBLE, 

While it is your duty to carefully scrutinize 
and dispassionately weigh the evidence of all the 
witnesses in the case, still it is your sworn 
to give proper credit to the evidence of each 
all the witnesses, and, if possibie, to recongils 
all of the-evidence in the case with the presump- 
won that each witness has intended tos tne 
truth, unless by their mannerof testifying og 
the witness-stand, or by inconsistent statements 
sworn to, or by the testimony inconsistent with 
other credible evidence in the cause, you are jm. 

elied to believe that the testimony of some ong 
or more of the wituesses is untruthful or unre 
hable, or unless you are led to believe, from an 
exbibition of interest, Dias, or prejudice, thas 
such witness or witnesses have been inclined tg 
exaggerate, color, or Suppress the truth, or un 
less they have been impeached in some of me 
ways koown to the law. 

One of the modes of impeaching a witness is 
by showing that he or she has made statements 
out of cqurt at variance With his or her state- 
ments on the witness-stand, and if the jury be 
lieve from the evidence that a witness has made 
statements at another time and piace at vark 
ance with bis or her evidence tn this case re. 
garding any material nisiter testified to oy hig 
or her, then it is the province of tue jury to de 
termine to what extent this fact tends to in- 
peach either his or her memory or bis or 
credibility, or detract from the weight w 
ought to be given to his or her testimony, . ~ 

If the jury beiteve from the evidence that 
Witness bas wiilfuliy sworn falsely as to any 
ter or thing material to the issues in this case, 
then the jury are at liberty to disregard his or 
her entire testimony, except in so far as it bas 
been corroborated by other eredible evidence, or 
by @ facts and circumstances proven oa the 
trial, 

{ Testimony of verbal admissions, sta 

and conversations, ought to be taken by you 
with caution, Decuuse that sort of testimony 
subject to much imperfection and mistake.

LOSS OF LIFE IN A MICHIGAN FIRE. 


Two Women and a Child Perish in a Han- 
cock Blaze—Uther Fires. 
HANCOCK, Mich., Dec. 13.—The Huron Mine 
office, a large building formerly oecupied as a 
Store, burned lastnight. The second story was 
used as a boarding-house: Of the twelve _ board- 
@rs eleven were working in tne nighs shift. One 
man jumped, injuring himself badly. Two Fin- 
lander women and a 6-weeks-old child perished 
in the flames. A fireman succeeded in getting 
one of them to the window, but on atcount of the 
dense smoke was compelled to leave the insen- 
sible woman to save his own life. Portions of 
the bodies of the victinis were found this morn- 
ing. The books of the mine office were saved, 
The cause of the fire is unknown. The loss is 
several thousana dollars. r 
KANSAS CiTy, Mo., Dec. 13.—One man was 
burned to death and a man and woman seriously 
injured_in a fire which occurred hete this morn- 
ing. At4o’clock, while Officer Morlan was walk- 
ing his beat, he saw flames in the third-story 
front room in the Oklahoma House on the corner 
of Fourteenth and Walnut streets. Rushing up- 
Stairs he went tothe room in which was the 
tire, broke in the door, and dragging from the 
beda woman named Mrs. McKennon carried 
her down-stairs and to the street, Rushing 
bach up the stairway he gave the alarm to the 
inmates, ten in all. Of these James Russell 
was burned to death. and Mamie Logan, Jack

sustained injuries from jumping from a fourth- 
story window. They were removed to a hospital 
and will recover. It is said that the walls of the 
room in which the fire originated wefe saturated 
with oil by some person unknown.

PEORIA, Ill. Dee. 13.—The Star distillery, 
owned by J. & G. Herget, at Pékin, Was entirely 
destroyed by’ fire at early hour this morning. 
The loss was $40,000; insurance, $19,000. Joseph 
Scheidel. night watchman, was burned to death 
and several others narrowly escaped, The ware- 
house, containing 140 barrels of whisky, was also 
consumed. The cattle-sheds, containing 500 bead 
of cattle, were saved. This distillery was notin 
the trust. The origin of the fire is unknown. 


IN BEHALF OF AN INSANE MAN. 


Formal Charges esby 2 Conservator 
Against Attéged Persccuators, 

Formal charges of fraud and c@llusion. are 
made against Attorney Sylvester Abbott, Con- 
stable Robert Stenzil, and Ex-Constable Rohert 
Crawford in a bill filedin the Circuit Court by 
Matthias Schmitz. The plaintiff is conservator 
for Nicholas Gehrig, a lunatic with a strange 
story and about $4,000 worth of property. Gehrig 
was found insane some weeks ago and was com- 
mitted to an asylum. He had disappeared 
some time before, and was discovered as a 
wandering beggar the day the body of an un 
Known suicide answering his description was 
found on the dissecting table of a medical col- 
lege ahd rescued for burial under the suppost- 
tion that the remains were those of Gehrig. It 
was alleged that Gehrig had been driven insane 
by mén who knew of the $4,000 worth of bonds 
which he keptin atrunk beneath his bed, and 
that he had been systematically. persecuted, ex- 
Constable Crawford having several times eject- 
ed him from nis house. The last occasion Geb- 
rig Came home to find his house empty, and the 
shock unsettied his mind. 

The bill filed by Mr. Schmitz alleges that the 
property in Gehrig’s house was levied upon by 
Stenzil under an execution issued) by Justice 
Blume on a claim of $3.65. The trunk contain- 
ing the bonds was sold to Crawford! for $8, and 
the securities, it is charged, were turned over to 
Attorney Abbott who sold them for their real 
value and divided the money with Stenzil and 
Crawford. It is charged that this was done 
in pursuance of a scheme to defraud Gehrig. 
and Mr. Schmitz asks that the three defendants 
be ordered to render an accounting and turn 
over Gebrig’s securities or the money realized 
on them to the conservator. .

Fraudulent Mexican Bonds. 

KANSAS CrTy, Mo., Dec. 13.—Mexican Vice- 
Consul Maurice Rahden claims to have discov- 
ered that a large amount of fraudulent Mexican 
bonds are floating around in Kansas City, and 
that many persons in Missouri and Kansas, es- 
pecially in the latter State, are being victimized 
by the unscrupulous handlers of these;fraudulent 
bonds. Thousands of dollars bave been placed 
in the two States named and in many instances 
banks have been caught, they tuking the worth- 
jess bonds as collateral for money loaned. The 
history of these bogus bonds dates back in the 
early, “60's,” when the unsettled condition of 
affairs offered excellent opportunity for the issu- 


ance of fraudulent securities.

CUSTODY AT THE LELAND. 


He Is Charged with Stealing Goods from 
the Pennsylvania Katiroad Compsany, 
of Which He Was a Trusted Employe— 
Many Uorses Maimed by the Cabie 
Railway Slot—Pleasant Social Events— 
Stickney’s Railway Clearing ~ House 
Project—A Woman's Generosity. 


A week ago Charies Z. G. Breene was a trust- 
ed employé of the Pennsylvania railroad com- 
pany at Dayton, O. He is- now in custody 
charged with stealing goods from the company 
and, with an accomplice, pocketing the proceeds 
of their sale. 

The Pennsylvania company has been suffering 
from losses in its freight department at Dayton 
for some time and, although every effort has 
been made to discover the thieves, nothing was 
accomplished until last week, when it was dis- 
covered that somefof the stolen goods had been 
shipped to Kansas City. The company's attor- 
ney, C. B. Iddings of Dayton, accompanied by 
Detective S. P. Page of Richmond, immediately 
went to Kansas City to await the arrival of the 
goods, 

Wednesday, while they were in Kansas City, 
they received word that Breene had fled the city 
and had probably gone to Chicago, Leaving the 
Kansas City case ins the hands of local detect- 
ives Iddings and Page cam, to Chicago, arriv- 
ing yesterday morning. ‘i'‘ney went.to the Le- 
land, unconscious of the fact that the man they 
were seeking was stopping at the Richelieu, 
within a stone’s throw. 

On the supposition that Breenet¢might have 
been seen by some of the former residents of 
Dayton now living in Chicago Mr. Idd- 
ings saw several persons yesterday. He 
learned from one that he had just seen 
Breene, in company witha memberof the Mc- 
Caull Opera company, going toward the Chicago 
Opera- House. r. Iddings wentto the Opera- 
House and waited at the side entrance. In a 
few minutes his man appeared. Breene was 
seemingly neither apprehensive nor startled, and 
wWillingiy accepted an invitation to lunch, only 
asking to be excused long enough to take a bath 
anda change his linen. Deceived by his Casy man- 
ner Mr. Iddings granted his request and, con- 
ducting Breene to his room at the Richelicu, left 
him to go down-stairs and send a telegram. 
While the attorney was down-stairs Breene 
dressed himself, descended leisurely to the Var 
in the basement, came out by the front base- 
ment entrance, and made a break,»for liberty. 
Detective Page happened aloug about that time 
and told him he had better wait for Mr. lddings. 
After that Breene gave itup and agreed to re- 
main in custody without the formality of a war- 
rant. 

When asked the extent of Breene’s alleged 
Stealings Mr. Iddings refused to say more 
definitely than that the amount reached into the 
thousands. He aiso said that Breene was prob- 
ably only a tool in the hands of others, and that he 
expected him to weaken and tell where the plun 
der has been sent. 

The accused, who is scarcely 30, is well known 
in society circles in Dayton and Cincinnati, and 
has always been a@ great favorite with his 
Ti a and in society. Mr. Iddings 
sai he was living beyond his income, 
spending a great deal of money for dress and 
amusements, and while not much given to dis- 
sipation had lost a good dealof money gam- 
bling. When arrested te was well dressed and 
at the Richelieu. His wardrobe for extent and 
elegance has been a matter of comment. 

Breene spent the night at the Leland in cus- 
tody of Detective Page, and will probably con- 
sent to réturn without the formality of a requis!- 
tion. 


MANY BOUSES ARE INJURED. 


The Cable Railway Siot Causes Much Dam- 
age—Who Is Responsible? 

The cable slot has haunted the dreams of 
drivers and coachmen in Chicago ever since the 
first cable road was laid. It is just about wide 
enough to catch the toe-calk on the shoe of a 
horse. it generally. results in tearing off the 
shoes of the horse, but occasionally the whole 
hoof goes, too, ora tendon is snapped or joint 
dislocated. 

There have been more of these kinds of acci- 
dents than the public is aware of, because it is the 
policy of the cable companies to settle them as 
soon as possibie, 

It seemis to be the general opinion among law- 
yers that the city is responsibie rather thaa the 
companies. The city has charge of the streets 
and must keep them in proper condition. The 
city, moreover, is responsible for the tracks 
being laid, having given its permission, The 
cable companies may not have fultillied those 
conditions, but it is the city’s business to see to 
that. Forinustence, it is in the ordinance that 
the slot shall not be over five-eightbs of an inch 
in width. Ifitbe wider and in consequence a 
horse is killed toe city may have redress from 
the companies, Dut the citizen must look to 
the city. 

Inthe absence of Corporation Counsel Hutch- 
inson his assistant, M. W. Robinson, was asked 
whether the city or the cabie company is liabie 
when a horse is damaged by getting its foot into 
the slot. ‘‘ The city is primarily liable,’’ replied 
Mr. Rovinson, *“‘asit has full charge of all the 
streets.. But the cable-car companies have given 
bonds to indemnify the city against all suite of 
this character. If such a suit should be brought 
we would notify Mr. C. B. Holmes*or Mr. Yerkes, 
as the case might be, and the cable company 
would be the actual defendant, although the 
suit would be brought against the city.”’

THE sahiiogs of political conventions is a 
sin against the peace and: dignity of the 
State second only in its innate wickedness 
to stuffing the ballot-box. I is, however, a 
smaller evil, for the reason that it is much 
the more easily corrected of ithe two. It is 
difficult to adduce sufficient proof of traud-at 
the polls to bring abovt the removal of a 
nominaily successful candidate for office, 
and it is seldom done except when the fraud 
is of the most unbdlashing character. Even 
then it is sometimes a long and costly job. 
But the work of a packei conventson may be 
remedied with comparative ease, when suca 
packing is so evident as to attract public at- 
tention and so vad in its threatened results 
as to alarm the people who have been hood- 
winked into the selection of delegates capa- 
ble of sellmg out their constituents. The 
ease with which was correctéd the evil work 
of both the reguiar convenuons held for the 
nomination of Drainage Trustees not only 
illustrates this point but may reasonably be 
éxpected to stand out as a deacbda light to 
warn in the future those who would other- 
wise *“‘make shipwreck of faith and of a good 
conscience.” It was a short storm, but a 
decisive one, that will probably prove to 
have been instrumental in purifying the 
local political atmosphere, for a time at least, 
and resuit in throwing into the background 
some of the worst elements which have re- 
cently worked their way into prominencé, 
caring nothing for the snocess of any party 
except as it can bs made to minister to their 
own greedy ambition. 


THE PEOPLE CAN YET BE TRUSTED. 

Thursday’s vote shows that the citizens of 
a great cosmopolitan city such as Chicago 
can still be trusted to rise superior to selfish 
and partisan appeais and to vote on the side 
of honesty and economy. It has been proved 
that non-taxpayers cannot be carried away 
by boodle and led to believe that their inter- 
ests are separate and — from those of 
the taxpayers. 

The temptation was strong. Laborme-men 
were told the he that if they would vote for 
certain Democratic candidates there wouid 
be éasy work at high wages for 15,000 of 
them for many years. They were tola that 
the success of these boodlers meant Vemo- 
cratic victory in the county and State, that 
it meant Senators, Congressmen, the power 
to make gerrymandered apportionments, and 
to elect a President. These things tell with 
ultra-partisans who have féelings of party 
loyalty above public good, 

On the other hand, the Republicans were 
told that if they did not stand firm and united 
for Coy & Co. the Democrats would secure 
all these advantages, and that every vote 
cast for the Independent ticket was one cast 
in favor of turning Illinois over to the Demo- 


crats forever. 


Yet in spite of these frantic appeals to 
party fealty and to personal profit the voters, 
taxpayers and non-taxpay ers, went to the 
polls and a plurality of them cast their bal- 
lots for men whom they believed to be honest 
and fair, and who they believed meant to 
be non-partisan. They felt that politics in 
sanitation was a monstrosity, and therefore, 
though with doubts in the minds of some, 
they voted against the regular nominees and 
for non-partisan candidates. , 

A controlling element of voters have shown 
that they are to be trusted, that oo important 
occasions they will listen to and follow the 
advice of their true friends, and wiil reject 
that of demagogues and boodier3. The cause 
of popular government has won a victory. 


TEST THE DRAINAGE ACT AT ONCE. 

It having been settled that the Board of 
Drainage Trustees will be controlled by men 
in whom the taxpayers have confidence, mén 
who may be trusted to do the work in a non- 
partisan manner as quickly and as economic- 
ally as possible, the first thing to be done is 
to have the Supreme Court pass upon the 
law under which they were élected and con- 
strue every disputed or doubtful section and 
paragraph of it. It will hdve to be done 
sooner of later, and it will save time to make 
one job of ij The authority of the Legis- 
lature to create, with the approval of the 
people, a Sanitary District, end with power 
to issue bohds; the ijegality*+of the various 
ways of raising money sperified in the act, 
and many other points must be authoritative- 
ly settled. Till this is done it will be impos- 
sible to sell a bond, collect a tax, or make an 
assessment, or incur any expense. Capital 
will fightshy of the Trustees till they can 
show aciear title to act. 

Therefore the first thing to be done is for 
the lawyers to make up an agreed case, which 


} shall cover ail the points, and get it before 


the Supreme Court when it meets at Spring- 
fieldin January. If the Judges appreciate 
the importance of the matter, as they doubt- 
less will, they will try to give a decision as 
soon as possible—perhaps within a few weeks 
—atallevents before the time comes for the 
Trustees to certify to the County Clerk. the 
“ax levy for their fikst year. ° | 

It may be that the court will tind grave de- 
fects in the act. It may set dside some of its 
provisions for reasons which have not yet 
been .advanced. In that case the Governor 
should be appealed to to cali the Legisiature 
together to make the necessary amendments. 
if they relate to finances they wili have to 
be submitted to the people and ratified by 
them. The act, being before the Legis/ature, 
should also be amended in some points con- 
cerning which.it is not likely the Supreme 
Court will say anything, ” Trustees are 
the most irresponsible body men in Iiti- 
nois. Handling miilions, they are not re- 
quired to give a bond, Disbursing vast 


sums, there is no board of auit to check and © 


verify their accounts. Manazimg a public 
work of great importance, they are required 

make report to novody, Fr six years, as 
the law now stands, the Trustees are auto- 
cratic. Mostof the men elected Thursday 
will be glad to have their vast’ powers ium- 
ited and definea more strictly, and will be 


the first to urge that they be made responsi- 
bie to some one for their official actions. 

The act having been construed, and any 
amendments which may be necessary ratified 
by the voters, the first thing for the Trustees 
to do is toget some money. As the tax which 
they will levy in the spring will not be col- 
lectibie till the next spring it will be neces- 
sary for them to sell some bonds. They will 
have no difficulty in disposing of them at a 
good price when the act is declared valid. 
Chicago investors will absorb them all if ai- 
lowed to. 

Tnere being some funds in the treasury 
the Trustees would proceed at once to do 
something which the city ought to have at- 
tended to before this, but which there is no 
likelihood of under the present do-nothing 
administration. The sewage of Chicago, 
which now goes into the canal, the Des- 
plaines, and the Illinois, must be diluted 
three times as much as at present. The ex- 
isting condition of things is, as the State 
sate of Health said to tne Council two 

eeks agé, a@ scandal, a reproach, and a 
danger. The quantity of sewage emptying 
into the Chicago River is daily increasing; 
the quantity removed by the Bridgeport 
pumps is, on the whole, diminishing. The 
quantity pumped at Bridgeport did not exceed 
45,000 cubic feet a minute during the summer 
of 1888. It was not more than 38,000 cubic 
feet during the winter of 1888-89, and during 
the present rainy season it is doubtful if that 
much is being pumped. The result is the 
health of the city is endangered, and some of 
the river towns are subjected to an intolera- 
ble nuisance which they were promised 
should be ended at the earliest possible 
moment. 

For itis their business to give this tempo- 
rary relief until such time as they have fin- 
ished their main work. The whole drainage 
question is in their hands, and tbeir first 
duty is to dilute greatiy the sewage which 
goes out of the Chicago River. The expenses 
wil) be small and the benefits great, for, with 
those pumps going, the situation will be 80 
improved that the peopie of Chicaeo and of 
Joliet will wait with patience for the slow 
process of dreaging a channel through the 
clay and excavating it through the rock. 

But before there can be pumps there must 
be money, and before there can be money 
the Supreme Court must have -spoken. 
Theretore lose not a day, an hour, in making 
the preparations for an agreed case which 
shail decide just what, if anything, in the 
Drainage act needs amendment. 

BECAUSE IT HAD THE BETTER CAUSE. 

It is surprising that tne Citizens’ ticket did 
sO Well in the face of the great obstacles it 
had toface. Those who gotit up and man- 
aged the campaign lacked nothing in ear- 
nestvess, but many of them were sadly de- 
ficient in experience. The business of look- 
ing alter a political contest in 450 precincts 
was a new thing to them, and most of them 
were business-men with little leisure in 
which to learn. Beginning later than the 
other organizations they were far behiad 
them in preparations for election day. Their 
tickets reached by mail the voters of only) 
dozen wards up to the night before elec- 
tion. Those for many wards were not de- 
livered till.during election-day. So pressed 
for time were they that they sent tickets 
only. The Democrats and Republicans had 
their tickets and pasters and appeals in the 
hands of every voter bv Tuesday. 

Tnose yoters who wanted the Citizens’ 
ticket were therefore in thousands of cases 
forced to cut it out of Tue TRIBUNE. At some 
polis there were no men to peddle the ticket, 
there were no ward clubs. On the other 
haad the Democrats had a superb organiza- 
won, an abundance of drilled workers, and 
lots of money to keep them active and zeal- 
ous. The Republicans, though not as well 
equipped as the Democrats, were still in 
vastly better trim than the Citizens’ Cam- 
paign Committee. They got their tickets, 
pasters, antl appeals all in the handsof the 
voters twenty-four hours before the polis 
opened, 

The Citizens’ ticket would have secured 
many thousand more Republican votes than 
it did but for the fear felt by many that 
the Democratic “citizens’’ would not 
“tote fair’’; that they would scratch the 
three Republicans on the ticket and vote 
only for the three Democrats, and add three 
names from the ‘spoils Democratic ticket. 
But for this suspicion there weuld have beon 
areguiar Republican landslide over to the 
Citizens’ ticket. But for this fear not enough 
of the members of that party would have 
stood by it to @ive its candidates a decent 
scattering vote, 

The strength of the “ Citizens’ movement ”’ 
lay purely in the idea which inspired it—the 
revolt against boodle and Stock-Yards rule. 
Had it been suspected it was to make the fine 
running it did it would have swept every- 
thing before it like a whiriwind, and couid 
have elected nine men, nad it set out to do it, 
as easily as it elected six.

ROBERT BROWNING. 

Death has removed one of the most promi- 
nent men of letters of his time, Robert 
Browning, and thus adds a distinguished 
name to the year’s literary necrology. Prior 
to the venerable poet's aeath the literary 
world dufing the year now drawing to its 
close had hardly been called upon to mourn 
for any of its prominent representatives. 
Two other poets, Eliza Cook and Martin 
Farquhar Tupper, have passed away, but 
they belonged to another generation, like- 
wise 8. C, Hall, the pleasant essayist. The 
most famous of Mr. Browning’s contempo- 
raries who have been lost to literature is the 
novelist, Wilkie Collins, but his was not 
among the great names“ Thus far in the year 
Mr. Browning is the only great light which 
has been extinguished. 

By a curious coincidence both Mr. Brown- 
ing and his distinguishea wife died in Italy, 
the land tney loved so well, the une in Ven- 
ice, the other in Florence. Mrs. Browning 
was 52 years of age when she died, 
Mr. Browning 77, and now they will 


| probably sleep side by side under che 


skies of Italy, for whose treedom they wrote 
S80 grandly and which the husband lived to 
see accomplished. In this connection Mr. 
Browning’s admirers will always egret that 
one ot bis last utteraaces was the spiteful 
and unworthy poem addressed to the dead 
poet Fitzgerald, who translated the *Ru- 
baiyat’? of Omar Khayyam in revenge for 
what he conceived to be an insult to his wife’s 
memory. -It is probabie he lived long enough 
to regret it himself, as he made no replies to 
the severe criticisms it called forth. 

There will undoubtedly be much discussion 
over the meritsof the deatl poet. A close 
parallel to his experiences may be found in 
the case of the composer Wagner. Like the 
musician of the future Browning has de- 
voted friends and equally devoted enemies. 
Both men carried their torches into new and 
strange paths. The majority of readers have 
declined to follow the poet. The most who 
have followed him are stumbling and grop- 
ing their way about. A few have seen the 
light clearly and kept their way, and to them 
there is but one Muse and Browning is her 
prophet. To the world at large there are 
two Brownings. There is the Browning of 
“Pippa Passes,” ‘‘ Biotin tne *Scutcheon,” 
“Saul,” “Pied Piper of Hamelin,” “Men 
and Women,” and ‘‘How They Brought- the 
Good News from Ghent to Aix,” whom it ad- 
mires; and there is the Browning of ** Pa- 
racelsus,” * Red Cotton Nignt-Cap Couatry,” 

“ Jocoseria,” * Ferishtan’s 


Fancies,” “ Parleying with Certain People of 
Importance in Their Day,” and ‘“ Sordello” 
at whom it shakesits head. Anew volume 
of his poems isin press and there will be 
much interest to know which of the two 
Brownings has writtea them. He has been 
a prolific writer. The new volume is 
the twenty-sixtn in the series of his 
poetical works, In this large array of prod- 
ucts there are many of great power, original- 
ity, clearness of thought, and splendor of 
dicuon. In the same array there are many 
others, chrefly the producuons of bis later 
years, which it would be unfair to say are 
unintelligible, but which must be read wito 
dictionary and glossary, and sometimes with 
teacher and interpreter. Hence the Brown- 
ing cult and the Browning schools and clubs 
which have sprung from the parent society, 
formed in England eight years ago, for the 
purpose of studying and deciphering the 
meaning concealed within these rugged 
rhythms. Mr. Browning’s fame will not 
rest upon these poems. They will soon be 
forgotten and relegated to the limbo where 
“Sordelio” has already disappeared. He 
will be judged by the poems which are intel- 
ligible at sight, and which are written in the 
style and words which served the purpose of 
Shakspeare, Milton, Scott, Shelley, Byron, 
and Burns, There is sufficientin these to 
assure his fame, sufficient of dignity, manli- 
ness, tenderness, originai thought, love of 
art ahd nature, analysis of motives, battling 
for the rightof the individual, und defense 
of truth and faith. In these respects he is a 
leader, but a leader only when his message 
is clear. The world cannot follow where it 
does not understand the word of command, 
nor has it the inclination to admire what is 
abstruse or the time to decipher what might 
have beén more simply saia without the loss 
of power, beauty, or originality.

The board will be organ- 
ized by the six members chosen on the 
Citizens’ ticket. They will elect one of their 
number President. They wiil decide who 
shall fill the committees. They will deter- 
mine about the letting of great contracts. 
They ana not the three who happened to 
pull through on the spoils Democratic ticket 
will decide how the work shall be carried 
out and how the money shall be raised. It 
is their right. The yoters indorsed their de- 
clared policy and not the extravagant and 
partisan one outlined by Mr. King in his 
ward speeches, 
Prendergast 37,000 men and for King but 
27,360. The policy of the latter and his asso- 
ciates was rejected by a majority of 10,000 of 
the voters who went to the polis. 

The six will be faithful to the pledge which 
was signed personally by the five of them 
who were in the city, and will manage the 
great work in a non-partisan manner. The 
Democrats will gain no votes by it, the Re- 
publicans will not lose any. Men will be ap- 
pointed. because of their fitness, not their 
politics. The canal will be cut, not because 
the work may benefit a party but because it 
is deemed necessary for the public heaith. 

This may not please the Mike McDonald 
sort of Democrats and the TZimes, but it will 
piease the taxpayers, which is better, as they 
bave to foov the bills, 

The six, with no partisan axes to grind, 
loyal to the pledges they have made, and at- 
tending strictly to their legitimate business, 
ought with the money they get from the 
bonds they are authorized to sell and tne 
taxes they are authorized to levy, after the 
Supreme Court has passedon the law, to 
finish up the main channel by the time their 
terms expire. Having done that they can, 
if the people will let them, retire from office 
with the consciousness of having done their 
duty and kept their word, and leave to their 
successors the task of constructing what lat- 
erals, if any, may be deemed necessary. 

THE FIGURES OF THURSDAY'S VOTE. 

Thursday’s vote shows that sometimes Chi- 
Cagoans can on short notice be spurred up to 
go to the polisin considerabie numbers to 
protect their property interests. The returns 
show plainly that a good many of them 
kept away from the last November election, 
though ail the members of the county legis- 
lature and the Recorder of Deeds were chos- 
en, but who were so scared by the prospect 
of high taxesforaterm of years that they 
turned out Thursday and élected the, Uiti- 
zens’ ticket. This was some guin, but it ieft 
great room for improvement, for the sani- 
tary district cast for Cleveland and Harrison 
153,200 votes, or nearly twice as Many as 
were cast day before yesterday.

more generally the Republicaus voted the 
Citizens’ ticket than their adversaries did. 
After clearing away the frachons it appears 
that Wenter, the bfghest Democrat, was 
voted for by 28,000 men, while only 23,800 
cast ballots for Gahan. Corthell, me highest 
Republican, was voted for by 23,900 persons, 
while Coy—it 1s creditable to the decency of 
the party—found only 16,600in the district 
who would touch him. 


HOW TO RELIEVE THE SUPREME COURT. 

The proposed addition of two Justices to 
the Federal Supreme Court is declared by 
some parties in Washington necessary on ac 
count of the admission of the four new States 
and the consequent creation of new judicial 
districts to which Justices must be assigned. 
The districts adjoining the new States are 
unwieldy in size and the business of the 
Federal courts therein is now crowded and 
delayed. 

Of course, if the practice of traveling 
Circuit is to be continued there would be 
some reason why Justices should be provided 
to visit the two. Dakotas, Montana, end 
Washington, but it would seem far better to 
abolish entirely the itinerant system, which 
has no warrant in the Constituticn and has 
long since lost any gnod effect it 
ever had. Chief Justice Marshall de- 
clared the act requiring the dJus- 
tices to travel circurt unconstitumonal. 
But as a matter of grace and favor and to 
avoid any conflict with Congress the Judges 
have compiied with the law. It was adopted 
at a time when there was little business in 
the courts and not work enough to keep the 
Supreme Judges occupied. These conditions 
are now reversed. The time and labor of 
the Justices of the Supreme Court should be 
devoted to their proper work at Wash.ngton, 
and they have there more business.than 
they can attend to and are steadily failing 
behind. The old men on tne Supreme Bench 
should be wholly released from the labor of 
traveling circuit. That practice serves no 
good purpose, and instead of providing more 
Justices to travel over the new territory just 
brought inte the Union Congress ought to 
repeal the act requiring circuit duty of the 
Supreme Court Judges. ltis an incongruity 
that a Judge should render decisions on cir- 
cuit to be reviewed and affirmed or overruled 
by tre Supreme Court of which he is him- 
self a member—sometimes the vote standing 
four to four, the interested Judge not voting. 

Releasing the Supreme Court Justices from 
duty on circuit and reserving their full time 
for their labors at Washington, Congress 
should aiso take steps to expedite the admin- 
istration of justice in the lower Federal 
courts and cut off the flood of appeais of 
small cases to the higher wribunal. No bet- 
ter plan has been proposed than that of Judge 
David Davis when a member of the Senate. 
Under it the United States Circuit Court 
would be reorganized as an Appellate Court, 
with three Judges and final jurisdiction in a 
large ciass of cases. No case involving jess 
than $10,000 (better if it was $25,000 or $50,000) 
could be appealed tothe Supreme UCourt on- 
less itprosented some constitu honal question 
or matter of greatimportance. The District 
Court would attend to jury trials and the 
Circuit Judges would review the record and 
send the case back forasecond hearing if 
they found serious error, and, if none, would 
pronounce final judgment. Thus the mass of 
the litigation in the Federal courts would be 
promptly tried, and the delays which now 
amount to a virtual denial of justice in thou- 
sands of cases would be avoided. The 
Supreme Court would be relieved and the 
Justices would have more time to give to the 
consideration of the weighty and important 
matters which alone should come before 
them. 

To add more Justices to the Supreme Court 
will impair the character of that tribunal by 
anaking it a debating club. Much of the 
time of the Justices is devoted to a compari- 
son of views and a discussion among 
themselves of the pending cases. The 
more men there are to debate the 
more time will be taken in argument 
and the more the court will take on the 
characteristics of a meeting of a legisiative 
body rather than a judicial tribunal. The 
courtis large enough now—if anvthing too: 
large. The place where additional Judges 
are needed is in tne Cireuit Courts, and they 
should be provided and the court reorgan- 
ized substantially according to the pian of 
Judge David Davis.. The establishment of a 
middle Appellate Court has given excelient 
resulte in Iilinois, ana would give better if 
its final jurisdicuon covered larger amounts. 
The smalier and less important cases are 
finally disposed of within reasonabie time, 
and the Supreme Court, not being over- 
burdened, is able to dispatch its business tol- 
erably promptly. The same system should 
be applied to the Feaeral courts. It will fur- 
nish in a simpie and comparatively inexpen- 
sive form relief which must be had in some 
manner. 


THE STATE SOVEREIGNTY DOGMA ALWAYS 
A CURSE, 

It would be fortunate indeed if the State 
sovereignty dogma expired with Jefferson 
Davis, who was its strongest modern cham- 
pion. Jefferson and Calhoun dealt with the 
doctrine more as speculative theorists, but 
Davis was a military man by profession and 
soon carried State sovereignty toits unavoid- 
able conclusion and made it yield its legiti- 
mate fruit of bloody rebellion and terribie 
civu war. Ifthe old dogma could be put in 
the grave with the ex-Confederate chief the 
country would be relieved of a besetting evil 
which has afflicted it from colonial times and 
which was sorely feltduring the Revolution 
as well as before and since, 

Lack of facilities for travel and intercom- 
munication kept the colonies isolated, and 
strong provincial feelings of pride and jeal- 
ousy were the natural resalt. It was only a 
common danger which made the colonies 
unite in a sort of fashion during the Revolu- 
tion. But each one insisted on raising and 
coctrolling its own troops. Owing to the 
absence of a strong national sentiment and 
centralized organization and authoritative 
discipline it took Washington seven years 
to tight a war that should have been ended 
triumphantiy in two. Regiments woulda 
fight for.a few months and then disband 
themselves and.go home. And there was no 
central authority to bring the men back. 
After the soldiers had put in their crops, or 
attended to some other matters, they would 
perhaps reorganize and return to the service 
tor a few months, and then again go home 
and stay there. Washington had;only loose, 
ili-disciplined State mitithh brought together 
temporarily for war purposes, and disposed 
to fight for and believe in their own States 
rather than an American nation. Heace 
it was that Washington fought s0 
many years in vain, and only won 
with help from France, Spain, and Holland. 
The glamour which hangs over the Revolu- 
tionary period bas blinded the eves of the 
people to the weakness and inefficiency of 
patriotism when the State sovercignty doc- 
trine held sway and the sentiment of nation- 
ality wus not developed. 

Contrast the warlike spirit of the colonies in 
the Kevolution with that of Indiana and Iili- 
nois, animated with national sentiment, in the 
war to put down the Rebellion. The two States 
named nad in 1860 just the same population 
which the thirteen colonies had at the time 
of the revolt from Great Britain. It was a 
population of the same blood and character, 
composed of the descendants of the Revolu- 
tionary patriots and ef Irish and Germaa 


| immigrants. Duting the Rebellion © Mli- 
nois furnished - 250,147 men and Indi- 
ana 197,146, making a total of 456,295 
national fighting soldiers for all periods 
of service. Reduced to a uniform threes 
years’ service T[linois furnished 215,800 
and Indiana 160,009, making a total of 875,800 
fighting men. How will this compare with 
the fighting force raised by the State sover- 
vignty colonies? The greatest number of 
men under arms in the height of the war ex- 
citement in 1776, after the declaration of in- 
dependence, was89,761 men. From that time 
the number fell off steadily and rapidly, un- 
til at the year before the closé of the war 
Washington only had 15,000 men under arms, 
alltold. Take the five years of the Revo- 
lution when the army Was strongest and the 
peril the greatest, and the average number 
is only 60,000 men under arms. Compare 
this with the 375,800 men on the three years’ 
standard furnished by Illinois and Indiana, 
or the 160,000 by Indian& alone, and the im- 
mense superiority of the two States imbued 
with nawonal feeling over the State sover- 
eignty colonies in raising a tighting force is 
glaringly apparent, 

The colonies were only a confederacy dur- 
ing the Revolution, and they struck with 
the open hand rather than the clenched fist. 
They lacked the strength of realution. They 
had no Federal or national power which could 
conscript troops or borrow money to carry 
on the war. There was but little true na- 
tional feeling and the strugegie had to be 
fought through by allies temporarily united 
and naturally discordant and jealous, and they 
would have miserably failed but for France. 
After the Revoluwon narrow and disgrace 
ful provincialism still prevailed, and each 
tuppenny State claimed to be “sovereign.” 
The Federai Government was a mere ghost, 
and it was only after the evils of *he worth- 
less State sovereignty confederacy became 
intolerable that Washington, Franklin, and 
other Nationalists succeeded in inducing the 
people to adopt a Constitution which would 
provide a real national government. Had the 
people done this at the time they declared 
their independence from Great Britain they 
could have thrown against England some 
such a fighting force as Illinois and Indiana 
seat to the front in 1861-65, auu could have 
ended the Kevolution in two years, having 
killed or captured every Redcoat in the 
country. Colonial prides and jeulousies 
were too potent to permit the establishment 
of a strong and efficient central government, 
and the people suffered the consequences of 
their foolish devotion to State sovereigaty 
dogmas. 

Illinois and Indiana were nationalized 
States carved out of the public domain, and 
reaay to give the last man and the last dollar 
in defense of nationality. They supplied 
men not to fight for a confederacy but to 
preserve a nation. They furnished men and 
money not fora defensive league but fora 
powerful government, and it was shown 
again that in national union there is invinci- 
bie strength. The narrow, crippling, sec- 
wonal doctrine of State sovereignty has 
always been a source of weakness and a 
curse to this country, and ever will be until 
it is totally discarded.

It is gratifying to learn of friendly and 
even cordial conferences between Gov. Lar- 
rabee and leading railroad officials in Iowa. 
Itis not long since the railroad managers 
announced that they were on the warpath 
and would brook no interference from Iowa, 
whereas they are now making liberal prom- 


_ ises of good behavior if the State will only 


dismiss certain penalty suits entered against 
them for violation of the State railroad act. 
The change in the position of the railroad 
officials is easily accounted for. Wnoen they 
undertook to defy lowa they had secured 
an injunction from Judge Brewer re- 
straining the Commissioners from enfore- 
ing their schedules of rates and ileav- 
ing the carriers free to charge what- 
ever they pleased. In this situanuon the 
railroads proposed to keep matters locked 
up for three or four~- years pending 
an appeal to the Federal Supreme Court. 
Meantime they would levy on traffic for ail 
it would bear and “make an exaaiple” of 
Iowa. Fortunately, however, Judge Brewer 
was persuaded to dissolve the injuaction, and 
this put the boot on the other leg and made 
it certain that the railroads must bear the 
burden of delay if they carried the matter to 
the higher courts. The State aiready had 
penalty suits enough against the carriers to 
bankrupt them. Of course the State does 
not want to do that. All it desires is to 
enforce fair and reasonable rates. If the 
managers who are now 80 polite and defer- 
ential can convince Gov. Larrabee that they 
will faithfully obey the law and respect the 
rates fixed by the Commissioners there is no 
doubt the penaity suits will be piccnines 2d. 


Tue veneradie Dr. McOosh ertieds to the 
New York Tribune, commending the compro- 
mising revision of the Westminster Confes- 
sion recommended by the committee of the 
New York Presbytery. Whije he is gratified 
with its progress, as far asrt goes, he urges 
stili further and much more radical advance- 
ment. His desire is that there shall be 
what he calis *‘ a federation ” of the churches 
of all denominations for Christian work. 
The following extract from his letter states 
the substance of his scheme: 


I bope that the Presbyterian churches, as they 
View the suDstantial agreement of the creed, 
will look With more favor on other evangelical 
churches. such as the Episcopalian, Reformed, 
Methodist, and Baptist. If this dees not issue 
immediately in a union, it may end in a federa- 
tion like that of the United States. There is an 
awful gsi ema laid upon us by the com- 
mand: reach the Gospel to every creattre,”’ 
and yet to find that, not onlyin heathen coun- 
tries, but in our own, in onf great cities and in 
our neglected country districts, there are such 
multitudes who have not had the Gospel 
preached to them. I fear that forall this the 
judgment of Heaven may déscead on the cnurch- 
es, Which are so often hindéring instead of heip- 
ing each other. Let a fedefanon be made, to se- 
cure that the whole country be Civided into var 
ishes or Cistricts, and that éach be provittied with 
a Gospel minister, with a lay agency put under 
obligations to hxve the Gospel preached to every 
creature, young and ola. To remove difficuites, 
it should be aliowed to every minister to visit 
his peopie sad do good in his neighbor's district 
as well as his own. 


Dr. McCosh desires correspondence’ with 
those who are ready to carry out his views. 
It will be interesting to observe how far the 
members of his owa and other churches con- 
sider his scheme practicable. There is cer- 
tainly a great deal of work wasted under the 
present system, and if Dr. McCosh can organ- 
ize his proposed federation much good will 
be accomplished.

Signed as the preceding. The cloud effects in 
the sceres were prodnced with 
much more than the average effectiveness. 
Mme. Giulia Valda sang the part of Leonora and 
acted it well. Hervorce came out strongiy in the 
concerted music, being clearly heard above both 
orchestra and vyooalists. In the tower scene her 


singing of the ‘*Quél svon”’ was especially im-~ 


passioned and dramatic. Sig. » Francesco 
Tamagno was the Manrico of the 
cast. He appeared to be scarcely 
in as good vcice as Wednesday 


' evening, possibly feeling the effects of the Chica- 


go climate, yet he sang the music of his part 
With great spirit. In the famous aria, “Di 
quella pira,” be brought opt the high C with 
immense power and such an electrifying effect 
that shouts of *‘ Bravo!” were heard ali over the 
house, ana the applause continued until he 
granted a repetition. Four times in succession 
he took the note with magnificent power and 
abandon, and at the end he was rewarded 
by a round of enthusiastic applause such 
as seldom follows the efforts of . any 
singer. His singing ofthe “Ah che la morte” 
from the tower was received with almost equal 
faver, and he was called ottt—a well deserved 
compliment—but one which invariably de- 
stroys the dramatic effect of the scene. 
Mme. Fabbri sang the part of Azucena. Her 
voice, though large and extremely ‘telling 
the lower register, seems to slip 
y from her occasionally, and she 
often sings false to an unpleas- 
ant degree.

tion That They Be Removed 
from Navy Vessels ana Be Placed Oniy at 
Guard Daty—Some Names for Chicago 
Offices May Be Sent to the Senate Mon- 
day—Fourteen indictments Returned 
Against Silcott—General News from 
Washington. 


WASHINGTOX, D. C., Dec. 13.— Special. }— 
The proposition looking to the qbathiakos 
of the marine corps recentiy submitted by 
officers of this service to the Secretary of the 
Navy for bis consideration ana report to Con- 
£ress bas met with a black eyeat the hands 
of the Greer Reorganization and Tactical 
Board, to which it was referred by Mr. 
Tracy. The board not only objects to a fur- 
ther increase in the number of marines and 

the further . proposition to have 
ese men trained for bandling the 
secondary batteries of ships, but rec- 
ommends that they be removed from 
u4aVval Vessels entirely and that they be used 
exclusively for guard duty at navy yards and 
stations. In other words, the board suggests 
the first steps toward wiping out the marine 
corps. This action is a good deal of a sur- 
prise to marine officers, who had hoped to 
obtain the assistance of the Navy Depart- 
ment in their efforts to secure legislation 
during the present session. The stand taken 
by the board not only shatters these hopes 
but instead of seeking legislation the aiarine 
officers now find that they must take steps to 
prevent it. 


No less than fourteen indictments against 
C. E. Siicott, the defaulting cashier, were 
ordered by the grand jury of the | District of 
Columbia in session today. He wili be 
charged with forgery, and extradition will 
follow, provided, of course, Mr. Sileott’s 
whereabouts are discovered. The whole ma- 
. Chinery of the Government is in action now, 
and all of the special agents of the Treasury 
at large, the secret service division, and the 
officers of the customs service are searching 
forhim. The hunt began last Thursday aft- 
ernoon, and has been in progress ever since. 
The reports of the operawons aré in the cus- 
tody of Mr. Bell, chief of the secret service, 
who in turn reports to the Secretary of the 
Treasury. - Tne people in the District Attor- 
ney’s office say that the evidence against 
Siloott is iacontrovertible and convincing. 
He will be found guilty on from: fourteen to 
twenty indictments and get cumulative 
terms of imprisonment as long as the aver- 
age lives of three men. 

E. H.:Conger, W. J. Stone, C. P. Wickham, 
T. H. Paynter, J. H. Green, J. H. Goodnight, 
R. Batiock, R. H. M. Davidson, A. C. Thomp- 
son, oH. A. Herbert,C..F. Crisp. L. W. Moore, 
and I’. R. Wallace appeared before the grand 
jury today and gave evidence that the notes

signed by them were forgeries, Thé officers 
of the bank testified as to receiving and dis- 
counting the potes and the grand jury at 
pnce ordered Silcott’s indictment. The Dis- 
trict Attorney bas «continued thé investiga- 
tion until Monday morning, so as to examine 
several Witnesses temporariiy absent from 
the city. All of the indictments will be re- 
turned Monday afternoon. 

A smali crowd of Democratic members of 
the House was ciustered around Representa- 
tive Mills of Texas in the House this morning 
talking Over the effect of the Silcott defaica- 
tion on the party’s chances in the next elec- 
tion. Mr. Mills was the chief spokesman, 
and he iaid down vigorousiy his cpinion 
that the Democrats could not afford to re- 
appropriate e@ lost money to reimburse 
themseives. It would lose the party thirty 
or forty members and the next House, he 
said. The party would find their opponents 
on the stump making loud proclamation and 
crying that a Democratic Sergeant-at-Arms 
had lost the people’s money and that the 
Democrats had voted to pay it back. The 
best way out of it was for the Democratic 
party leaders and Leedom to go among their 
friends and raise the money and turn it over 
to the Preasury to make good we deficit.

The statement is made tonight that Speak- 
er Reed came out nearly $1,900 ahead on the 
Silcott defaication.

Mr. Reed was not elected Speaker till Dec. 2, 
but his salary as such dated back to March 
4. Immediately after his eiecton ‘he drew 
on the Sergeant-at-Arms for some $1,900 and 
‘it was advanced to him. Speaker Reed’s 
colleagues envy his !uck. If he had delayed 
two or three days his back pay wouid have 
been part of the generai loss, 


The Ways and Means Committee is going 
to have a tariff bill Peady some time in Janu- 
ary. To dothis it wilkkeep at work during 
the holidays. This is understood to be Chair- 
man McKinley’s idea. All the tariff bills of 
the last Congress can be used as a basis for 
formulating legisiation. The Soujherners 
seem to think that the only busmess of the 
committee is to report a bill repealing the 
tobacco tax, and that such a measure should 
be taken up to the exclusion of:everythine 
else. But they'will be disappointed. There 
is no certainty that an outright repeal can 
carry, and tobacco legislation of any sort 
must be considered as part of the general 
tariff bill. 

A bill will be presented by Mr. Browne of 
Indiana on the sugar schedule. Phe duty on 
sugar now amouuts to about 78 per cent ad 
valorem. Gen. Browne proposes to reduce 
this.to 25 per cent, which will amount to 
about $18,008,000 per annum, and to give the 
growers a bounty of one cent a pound, esti- 
mated at $7.000,000. Should the free tobacco 
bill pass the revenues of the Government will 
be reduced about $69,000,000. Early in Janu- 
ary Messrs. Brower and Browne will urge 
the passage of resolutions directing the 
Ways and Means Commitiec to report their 
measures to the House for action. The ob- 
ject is evidently to get a vote upon their two 
propositions independent of the considera- 
too of a general tariff bill, The committee, 
however, will in all probability insist on to- 
a and sugar going into the general tariff 
bil 


One of the reasons which the Supreme 
Court Justices think should have weight in 
favor of the passage of a bill to increase the 
number of Justices on the Supreme Court 
bench is the large territory over ‘which some 
of them have to preside when they go on 
circuit during the summer retess of the 
court. Justice Miller’s circuit includes Col- 
orado, Arkansas, Missouri, Kansas, Ne- 
braska, and the Northwest. This’ circuit is 
the one Judge Brewer bas presided over, and 
there isa unanimity of opinion among law- 
yers that it is too large for one Circuit 


Judge and that the extreme West- 
era territory should be divided

THEY MADE A FUTILE COMBINE. 


How the Two “Gangs” Worked to Defeat 
*the Popular Ticket. 

Chicago Herald: “ It cost.us $10,000 to keep 
the Republican party in the fignt, but we did 
it,’? was the way M. C. McDonald explainea 
Soe matter last night. ‘‘ Had the Republican 
party been out of the fight what chance 
would we have had?” he asked, and the as- 
sembled crowd in the Democratic headquar- 
ters answered: “None!” The fight from 
start to finish was between the Citizens’ and 
Democratic tickets. The Repuplicans were 
never in the race. 

The result was in the nature of a surprise 
ail aiong the line. The Democrats had the 
advantage of the best organization that any 
political party in Chicago ever knew. With- 
out it ine y would have been in as bad a box 
as the Republicans. As it was, they kept 
their party vote pretty well in line. As for 
the Republicans. their case was hopeless 
from the start. They had no organization, 
no head in their work, and:the party would 
have quit the fight, early in tne 
ay had i not the Democrats come 

their relief. As. McDonald put 
“Where would we have been had the 
publican ticket been out of the tielad?”’ So 
the Democrats, under his advice, canie tothe 
front and put up the money necéssary to 
make a pretense of a Republican fight. 
There had been an alliance between the 
Démocratic and Republican managers, the 
intent being to elect such’a Board of Drain- 
age Trustees as would be .“‘satisfactory all 
around,’ but it was not intended that the 
mask shou!d be thrown off until after elec. 
tion. The exigencies of tfe case yesterday, 
however, demanded some prompt and heroic 
treatment. 

The election was a quiet one, although con- 
siderable interest was taken in it, and, con- 
sidering everything, a very heavy vote be- 
ing polled, it passed off without special inci- 
dent. Outside of the; usual disputes, 
sometimes wordy and sometimes 'fistic, that 
always accompany an election, there were no 
disturbances, anc nothing;wortby of special

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came off. In fact, several -of the “old- 
timers,’’ whose idea of fun consists in the 
use of force, and who intermingle enjoyment 
and exercise, were considerably disturbed in 
mind yesterday because it was ‘‘such a quiet 
election.”’ 

Througbout it was a black eye to the politi- 
cians.. Every vian they had laid was over- 
thrown, and when it was ail over there was 
nothing that they could look back on and 
console themselves with. “It didn’t go their 
way. 

The original pian was for the bosses of each 
party convention to put up a ticket of candi- 
dates who wouid do their joint bidding, no 
matter who should be elected. As only one 
man could be beaten this was thought 
an easy job, and the two lists 
of aspirants, labeled Democratic and 
Repubhncan, respectively, that have 
become so well known of late were the re- 
sult. Then the Citizens’ ticket came into the 
field, and immediately the two political 
parties joinedforces. They agreed to work 
together against the common’ enemy, and 
they did so yesterday to the best of their 
ability. Early in the fight the Republicans 
discovered that they could not stand alone. 
They had little in tne way of organization, 
and still lessin the way of votes, and it 
looked shortly after the polis were opened 
as if they must fall by the way- 
side, with no mourners to weep 
over their remains. It was then that the 
Democrats came to their aid. It was not out 
of an especial feeling of kind-heartedness on 
their part, or because the men who had nom- 
inal control of the Democratic party in the 
last campaign felt that they were doing any 
act of good to man or obedience to God by 
helping out their old-time enemies.

A CARD FROM ME. JAMES SULLIVAN. 


His Answer to a Statement Made by tho 
* Inter-Ocean,”’ 

CHICAGO, Deo, 13.—[ Editor of The Tribune.]— 
As my name has been somewhat unwarrantably, 
as I think, dragged into a controversy between 
THE TRIBUNE and the Jnier-Vcean by the latter 
paper in its issue of this morning, I have felt my- 
self obliged to address the following letter of ex- 
planation to the Ocean, Will you oblige me by 
publishing it also? JAMES SULLIVAN, 


CHICAGO, Dec, 13.—[ Editor of the Inter-Ocean. ] 
—The /ater-Ocean in an article this morning ex- 
plaining its position in reference to the election 
of Drainage Trustees makes the statement that 
Mr. Joseph Medill sent the undersigned to Mr. 
Nixon to say that if the /nfer-ucean would sup- 
port the Citizens’ movement Mr. T. C. MacMil- 
lan. of the /nter-Ocean staff should be on the 
ticket and would receive the cordial support of 
THR TRIBUNE. 

This is inaccurate and misleading. It might 
even be characterized by harsher lasguage. Mr. 
Medill did not send me with such a message to 
Mr. Nixon. He did not say that Mr. MacMillan 
should be on the Citizens’ ticket, or that he de- 
siredit. That a Citizens’ ticket was then con- 
templated is true, but Mr. Medill could not know 
at that time what its composition would be. 

The facts are these: Mr. Frank Uilbert of the 
Inter-Ocean editorial staff, in a conversation with 
me the next day after the Republican conven- 
tion, expressed regret at the character of the 
ticket put in nomination, and also at THE TRIB- 
UNE 8S Opposition to it, as expressed in its issue 
of that morning. In the course of the chat a 
Citizens’ ticket was talked about. Mr. Gilbert 
spoke of THE TRIBUNE'S prévious opposition to 
his associate. Mr. MacMillan, I replying 
that he was much better than three of the men 
nominated on the Republican ticket; that if he 
had received the nomination of the Republican 
convention THE TRIBUNE would hardly oppose 
him as it Was opposing Coy and Guthrie. Then 
Mr. Gilbert suuegested that Mr. MacMilian's 
name might be put on a Citizens’ ticket.

ROBERT BROWNING’S DEATH, 


Poet Had Just Time to Know Sis 
Last Work Was Welcomed.

ROBERT BROWNING. The newspapers with- 
out exception print extended obituary no- 
tices of the poet, generally bestowing upon 
his achievements a measure of praise which 
they as unanimously withheld from him dur- 
ing life. They agree that he possesséd and 
displayed a high degree of genius, but are in- 
clined to the belief that much of what passed 
for admiration of his works was really affec- 
tation. 

The Dean of Westminster has telegraphed 
to the family offering a place in the abbey 
for the burial of the poet, but it is probable 
that the offer will be declined and that Mr. 
Browning ‘had himself arranged for his 
burial in the same grave with his wife at 
Florence. 

This (Saturday) morning’s papers devote 
much space to Browning. The Times says: 

Browning has died in a plenitude of years, 
farne, and affection. , He has breathed his last in 
aland associated with his most giowing dream 
of human happiness and in a city he fondly 
loved. He retained umimpaired his courage, his 
clearness of insight, even his gayety and the 
sense of zest of life as if the whole applause be- 
stowed on the latest effort of his minstreisy was 
echoing around his death-bed like the cries of 
triumph borné to the ears of a General expir- 
ing on the field of victory. Such an end would 
have been pronounced by the sageand lawgiver 
of old as the sum of earthly prosperty. 

The Telegraph says: 

Itis with a regret which will find sympathy 
and voice wherever the English tongue inter- 
prets an English heart, and to which her Majesty 
the Queen, in a message of condolence to the 
poet’s relatives, bas been one of the first to give 
expression, that we announce this morning the 
death of Mr. Robert Browning. He had drank 
life to the lees, and, like the  Ithacan, 
too, his sole surviving passion was to 
follow knowledge like a star beyond the utmost 
verge of human thought. No man whoever 
lived wouid have cared less than Browning to 
prolong his days beyond the period of his full 
intellectual activity, and in that he passed away 
while his mind was still in unimpaired posses- 
sion of his splendid faculties we may well salute 
his departed spirit in the words of the Roman 
historian and pronounce him “fortunate in the 
opportunity of his death.”’

DOM PEDKO KEFUSES SOLACE, 


He Will Not Accept the Gratuity Offered 
Him by Brazil. 

LisBon, Dec. 13.—Dom Pedro and the Re- 
publican authorities in Brazil have had some 
correspondence by cable on the subject of 
the settlement upon the ex-Emperor of a 
large sum of money as a retiring pension 
or solace. Dom. Pedro has  uniform- 
ly maintained since his exile that 
he would not accept the gratuity that it was 
at first reported haa been voted him, He has 
even spoken of it with some irritation. He has 
adhered to his. purpose in the final answer 
just sent to Rio Janeiro through the Bra- 
zilian Legation, which is to the effect that 
Dom Pedro declines to accept any sum be- 
yond that authorized by the taws of Brazil.

Zanzipar, Dec. 13,—Mozambique advices 
are to the effect that Serpa Pinto, after de 
ceiving British Consul Johnston by declar- 
ing his peaceful intentions, obtained re- 
inforcements in Mozambique and proceeded 
to the Makololo country. On the bordtr of 
that country he formed a large intrenched 
camp, picked a quarrel, declared war on the 
Makoloilos and slaughtered hundreds of them 
with his Gating guns and captured two 
English flags. 


Antagonistic Germans and Czechs, 

VieNNA, Dec. 13.—In the Lower House of 
the Hungarian Diet Count Taafe, referring 
to the antagonism between the Germans and 
the Czechs in the Bohemian Diet, said that 
tne Government endeavored to secure the 
equal rights of all nationalities in the Empire. 
Party considerations, he said, never had any 
weight in the determination of its policy, 
The position of the Germans in Bohemia was 
receiving from the Government the attention 
due to it. 


Violated the Berlin Treaty. 

Sr. Perersnpure, Dec. 13.—The Journal de 
St. / elersburg considers the fact that Austria 
permitted the recent Bulgarian loan to be 
effected in Viennaa violation of the Berlin 
treaty. It says that the ioan was negotiated 
in defiance of anterior claims upon Bulgaria, 
and that the carrying out of its provisions 
will be tantamount to the seizure of the na- 
tional property.

The committee uppoint- 
ed by the Cherokees met with the commis- 
sion last Monday and asked that the latter 
request the Government to permit them to 
treat with the Indians under that sec- 
tion of the law which allows them to 
offer more than $1.25 per acre for the land. 
Several trivial questions were also asked. 
The lady stenographer of the Gommission re- 
ported the interview. When tne report was 
transcribea the Commissioners replied 
that the questions were trivial 
and did not deserve answers. The 
indians replied that tne stenographic re- 
— of the interview was incorrect, and bad 

en falsified by the stenographer. The 
commission made answer that that charge 
was a deliberate faisehood, ana notified the 
Indians that all negotiations were 
at an end so far as the pres- 
ent commission was concerned. A personal 
note was sent to each member of the Indian 
Commission charging each with delhber- 
ate falsenood aud informing each that 
the allegation against the lady  ste- 
nograpber was as contemptible 
as it was faise. This correspondence has 
caused great excitement. A delegation of 
full bloods called on the commissivn this 
evening and told them that all tne fuli bloods 
were willing to sell at $1.25 per acre.

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FEDERATION OF LABOR AT BOSTON. 
Resolutions Adopted Against the Employ- 
ment of Child Labor—Other Proceedings. 

Boston, Mass., Dec, 13,—The Federation of 
Labor resumed its this morning. 
The Committee on 8, represented 
by Joseph B. Labie, brought in a resolution 
against the employment of children under 14 
years old, which was adopted. 

Delegate Lyons of North Adams, a member 
of the in-voming Legislature, introduced the 
followinz: . 

WHEREAS, It is known that the employers of 
labor in tne various parts of the country arefor 
cing their employés to sign away their rights as 
cit.zens the Federation of Labor demands of the 
various Legisiatures that they enact laws mak- 
ing suchanethods unlawful. 

The corvention entered into a lengthy dis- 
cussion of the principle uncerlying tae reso- 
lutaon and its effect upon the working people 
if a law such as was asked was enacted. The 
resolution was finally adopted by 32 to 2, 
there being fifteen delegates absent. 

The committee on President’s address sub- 
mittea its final report. In the matter of 
alien contract labor the committee recom- 
mended the adoption of a resolution 
favoring amendments to the Aliens 
Contract law which makes it effective. 
Among the resolutions was one condemning 
the buying and selling of bali players by the 
National League, and called upon the labor 
unions to support the broimerhood organiza- 
tion. This resolution was referred to the 
Committee on Boycotts. 

George E. McNeill for the Eight Hour com- 
mittee presented a report which, after set- 
ting forth the adyantages to be derived from 
an eight-hour law, says: 

Your cow mittee are agreed that existing con- 
ditions will not justify the hope that at this 
time all the crafts will be prepared to enforce 
the eight hour system on the Ist of May, 1800. 
We, therefore, recommend that the executive 
council shall have power to select such trade or 
trades from those affiliated with the American 
federation of labor as shall in .their judgment 
be best prepared to achieve success, and that 
each union in the federation be requested to 
asctess its members 10 cents per week for so 
many weeks as shall be necessary to secure the 
short bour day, payment upon such assessments 
to commence not later than March 1, 1890. 

That all trades affiliated with the American 
federation oflabor not now working the eight- 
hour day, or between whom and their employ- 
ers existing contracts may prevent, shall appoint 
committees to confer with their employers, and, 
if possible, secure “a reduction of the hours of 
labor to eight per day, and that the executive 
council shall appropriate for their use, if needed, 
such a sum or sums as can be spared from the 
money received for the trade or trades selected 
by the executive council. 

The convention adjourned until tomorrow 
morning.

ven of New York, Oliver H. Payvre of Ohio, 

and ex-Postmaster-General Don M. Dickinson 
and James C. McMillan of Michigan., The 
company is going to begin at once the manu- 
facture of fiber and paper from sulphite 
fiber or cellulose, under the patents of Prof. 

Alex Mitscherbish, after a series of costiy 

experiments to determine which of the 

many processes is the best. The company 
bas purchased of the International 

Sulrhite Fiber and Paver company the 

exciusive right to manufacture under the 

Mitscherbisb processin the United States 

and Canada, with the condition that they are 

to erect mills sufficient to supply the demand 
subject of five mills now in operation or in 
course of erection, with an aggregate capacity 
of 100 tons a day, in Michigan, New Hamp- 
shire, and Canada. 

The new company are now erecting one 


-mill of a capacity of fifty tons a day in Maine 


at a cost of £500,000, and are selecting other 
sites for building purposes in the East, West, 
Southwest, and South, and are said to be 
pressing ahead with avigor inspired by a 
capital which is practically unlimited. 

Sulphite fiber is made of all pine woods, 
spruce being preferred. It is a substitute in 
all grades of paper foPall other fibrous ma- 
terial. It is made by a chemical process 
which dissolves all other elements of the 
wood except the fiber, which it preserves in 
all its strength. Its manufacture originated 
in Germany, where it has revolutionized the 
paper trade during the last ten years, it is 
said. All the water piping of the City of 
Vieuna is of that material. 


GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK. 


The Etruria Breaks the Winter Ocean 
Record—Importers Indigsant. 

New York, Dec. 13.—/Special.|—The win- 
ter oceav record has been broken, according 
to a cable-received at the Maritime Exchange 
this afternoon. The Cunarder Etruria, 
which left here Saturday at 6 o’elock in the 
morning, passed Brow Head, at the entrance 
to Queenstown Harbor, this worning, mak- 
ing the run from Sandy Hook to 
Queenstown in 6 days and 45 minutes. 
This not only eclipses the eastward 
record of any ocean steamship for a winter 
passage, but comes close to the great record 
made by the City of Pars in the middie of 
August last, when the Inman liner crossed 
from Sandy Hookto Rocbe’s Point in tive 
days twenty-three hours and thirty minutes. 
For the weather she must have encountered 
and the distance traveled, this record of the 
Etruria is really a superior one to that made 
by the City of Paris, and wiltence more eie- 
vate the Etruria among the greatest of grey- 
hounds. Itis her fastest: trip either east or 
west. 


Rubber Importers Up in Arma. 

{Importers of raw rubber from Frazil were 
astounded this morning to learn upon the 
authority of a weil authenticated private 
cabie dispatch from Para to one of the iarg- 
est South American importing firms that a 
most extracrdinary demand upon the Brazil- 
iaa Government had been made by the Com- 
ae Mercantil, arubter exporting firm in 

ara, and that it was likely to be granted. 

This demand was that the authorities “in 
Para should issue an order compelling all 
other buyers of rubber to pay W reis for 
their account in order to help sustain prices 
—that is tosay, that all competitors should 
pay the Compania Mercantil three-eighths of 
acent a pound on ail rubbers shipped by 
them. ‘* Buyers in Para,” continued the dis- 
patch, “are said to be greatly excited,” 
Measures will be taken at once tocall the 
matter to the attention of the Secretary of 
State at Washington in the name of Ameri- 
can importers.

MICHIGAN STATE GRANGE MEETING. 


Resolutions Adopted at the Closing Session 
—A Reception by Gov. Luce. 

Lanstna, Mich., Dec. 13.—[{Spetmal.]—The 
annual session of the State Grange ended to- 
night with areception given the delegates 
by Gov. Luce. Today resolutions were 
adopted deploring the wholesale eiection of 
millionaires to the United States Senate and 
urging the election of men whose interests 
were identical with the labor masses; urging 
the Government to buy silver builion at 
bullion rates and issue silver certificates 
representing the value of 412 grains to the 
dollar; advocating the manufactuFte of bind- 
ing twine by convict labor; condemning the 
system of arbitrarily excluding intelligent 
reading men from jurv service; urging the 
rigid enforcement of laws relating to the sale 
of adulterated or unwholesome foods; and 
advocating the passage of a national live- 
stock inspection law for the inspection of beef 
on the hoof and aftersiaughter. , 


MURDER AND SUICIDE AT GRAND RAPIDS. 


Mrs. McDonald Supposed to Have Been 
Killed by a Jealous Lover. 

Granp Rapips, Mich., Dec. 13—[Special.]— 
On returning: home from work this noon 
James McDonald, a farmer living in Tyron 
Township, founa his wife lying on the floor, 
dead. An examination showed that slie had 
been strangied to death. An hour or so later 
the body of James Gilmore was found lying 
in a piece of woods across the road from the 
McDonald house. Hehad placed the muzzle 
of a shotgun in his mouth and discharged it. 
Gilmore was a singie man and lived with tne 
McDonalds. Itis said that he was in love 
with Mrs. McDonald, and that the murder 
and suicide were the result of jealousy. 


\GOV, PRINCE CALLED TO LAS VEGAS, 


Serious Trouble Likely Over Some Arrests 
to Be Made in That ‘City. 

Santa Fr, N. M., Dec. 183—[Special.]—Gov.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE RELIEF AND 
AID SOCIETY TO THE COUNCIL. 


An Encouragiug Statement Regarding the 
Namber and Conilition of the City’s 
Needy—A Classification of the People to 
Whom Help Is Extended — How the 
Work Is Divided Among Many Organ- 
izations—A Summary of the Resuits. 


The thirty-second annual report of the Chi- 
cago Relief and Aid Society to the City 
Council has been printed. It covers the year 
ending Oct. 31, 1859. With respect to we 
condition of the poor of Chicago the report 
sets forth as follows: 

The genera! condition of the poor in this city is 
not materially changed within the last few years. 
We wish to emphasize the fact that the percent- 
age of whatis known as the dependent classes 
or those requiring aid more or less constantly is 
léss here tnan in any other great ewty. The aver- 
age ability and disposition of our people to 
be self-supporting, and the proportion of 
those who are actually so er nearly s0, 
will compare favorably with any § city 
in this or any other country. Tbe 
number of tramps and beggars on our streets is 
comparatively smail. The number of unem- 
ployed persons of our resident population is 
never as great as generally supposed. A few 
vagrants who roam the streets or visit the homes 
of our citizens, usually in the evening, ask- 
ing for something to eat or means to 
procure a lodging, two or three dozen 
strolling street singers and musicians, a few 
little girls who go about the avenues with bas- 
keis picking up cold victuals, a few hundredidle 
men besieging the employment offices, give the 
imopression to a casual observer that the city is 
full of beggars and idle men. It must be re- 
membered that many of these idle persons 
never work unless they can get an easy job at 
full wages; many others live by their wits or 
prey upoa society, hanging about free lodging- 
houses and lunch-rooms or gatheting in squads 
gazing at those who are employed. If in addi- 
tion there are 5,000 men inquiring at shops and 
stores really anxious for honest employment it 
would give the impression that half the men in 
the city were out of work. The extravagant and 
unwarranted statement too often made that 
30.000 or 40,000 honest citizens are out of work is 
reckless and untrue. At the worsta large pro- 
portior of the unemployed are single men and 
transients who come pouring into the city when 
navigation closes or work fails in the country. 
Not a few abandon their families in other cities, 
throwing them upon charity while they go roam- 
ing about the country, passed from oue place to 
another by charitable persons or societiés. 

It is easy to create a puric and cause a rush 
upon charitable societies by calling attention to 
these Classes and assuming that they are reputa- 
ble citizens with families who are suifferine for 
the comforts of life pecause ot the scarcity of 
work. Manyof those who swarm gag County 
Agent’s office, basket in hand, and be e every 
charitable society upon the slightest provocation 
—often supplied with letters ana indorsements 
from respectable people, who too often give 
them in order to get rid of the applicant of whom 
they know nothing—are paupers, adventurers, 
andimpostors. Always prominent, and ever pres- 
ent, they are in fact a smali portion of the popu- 
lation, easily identified and resisted. None of 
the ubove are to be inciuded in our estimate or 
treatment of the respectable, usually self-sup- 
porting poor. 

THE WORTHY POOR. 

Batin every city there are numerous poor peo- 
ple who make the best effort at self-support of 
which they are capable, but when they are out of 
work or in case of special sickness or severe 
weather, especially widows and invalid men with 
large families, they are reduced to an extremity 
ofsuffering. A little temporary help, judicious- 
ly applied, in such cases will tide them over the 
emergency andenable them to retain their self- 
respect and continue to be self-supporting. 

The Chicago Relief and Aid Society was organ- 
ized to meet this want, and it is not unmindful 
of its position in the community and the duties 
imposed thereby; and its singie aim and purpose 
is to meet these obligations, Its plans and meth- 
ods have been such as experience has from time 
totime prompted. it clearly realizes that tne 
immense and persistent growth of our urban 
population, together with the recent enlarge- 
ment by process of addition, is constantly open- 
ing not only new possibilities but great and posi 
tive duties; and that it may be vossibie to find 
new methods that should sapersede old ones. 
To aid the temporarily unfortunate without en- 
couraging or cultivating the spirit and habit of 
dependence is the grand problem—old, certainly, 
but that it is also ever new is daily demonstrated 
in the office of this society, and in solving it the 
coéperution of all who can and will lend their 
aid is both cordially invited and.earnestly solic- 
ited. 

We do not undertake to do everything. There 
are a great many institutions and tocieties in 
Chicago, each doing its appropriate work. The 
County Agent is supposed to look after and care 
for the pauper population proper, which em- 
braces the .permanently disabled, the iin- 
provident, and intemperate, those who are never 
selH-supporting or likely to become so—the 
strangers shipped to us by other cities—the 
vagrant and the criminal. The different homes, 
asylums, hospitals, and refuges with which we 
are well supplied are all doing their fair share of 
work in their respective lines. The fraternities 
—Masonic, Odd-Fellows, Foresters, G. A. R., 
and others—have their specialties. The German, 
French, Scotch, English, Italian, and Scandina- 
vian all help their own nationalities to some ex- 
tent. The St. Vincent: de Paul Society, a 
branch of which is organized in every prominent 
Catholic church, does a great deal more for their 

eople than is generally known, while ail of the 
Protestant churches care for their own poor 
more or less. 

SUMMARY OF THE WORK. 

After a year’s experience the amalzama- 
tion of the Charity Organization Society 
with the Relief and Aid Society is pro- 
uounced to bé a success, financially and 
otherwise. During the year relief was given 
to 2,862 families, with 12,095 children. Ger- 
mans, Irish, Americans, Scandinavians, 
Eogtish (including Canadians), Bo- 
hemians, Poies, ana es iitalians in 
their order were the -principal claimants. 
Of 14,945 applicatuuons made 8,145 were disap- 
proved. During the year 168 persons were 
cared for in hospitals, and 120 women and 
250 children were sent to the Home of the 
Frnendiess. Labor was provided at the 
Provident woodyard for men and outside 
work found for 969 more. 

The report of Henry Field, Treasurer, 
shows that at the beginning of the year there 
was $12.031 on hand. The cash donations 
were $27,253, the woodyard realized $4,320, 
and other sources raised the year’s receipts 
to $89.030, making a total of $51,061. Of this 
sum $44.206 was expended, leaving a balance 
of $6,765. The disbursements included $17,587 
in cash and $5,433 in merchandise to appli- 
cants. Fuel, burials, railroad tickets, etc., 
came to $2,871; the woodyard cost $8,008, and 
the pay-roll amounted to $10,395. 


CLAIMS TO HAVE CAPTURED JEFF DAVIS. 


Corporal Munger Comes tothe Front with 
a Revival of the Petticoat Story. 

Katamazoo, Mich., Dec. 13.—[Special.]— 
Corporal George Munger, late of Dakota, is 
in this city and called on his old commander, 
CoL Robert Burns of the Tourth Michigan 
Cavalry, the regiment that captured Jeff 
Davis at Morrisville, Ga. Munger related 
the story as follows: ‘*‘A detachment of our 
regiment had come upon @ Rebel camp in 
which it was thought Davis or some of the 
Confederate leaders were hidden. We sur- 
rounded it at night, and early in the morning 
I noticed three women leaving one of the 
tents. ] immediately went over to them, and 
asked where they were going. Two of the 
women, who | afterward learned were Mrs. 


Davis and her sister, Miss Howell, 
said: “We are taking our poor old 
mother to the spring to get 


some water. They were about to go on when 
I noticed that the old mother, who heid up 
her skirts so that she could wals in the tall 
grass, had on boots. I then said, ‘Why does 
your mother wear boots? Instantly the 
skirt was lowered, and the strange actions 
of the women convinced me that something 
was wrong. I pulled up my gun and ordered 
them to halt. rs. Davis jumped in front of 
the ‘old mother’ and cried, ‘Don’t shoot.’ 
We took the trioto the Colonel’s quarters 
and Jeff was afterwards taken to Fortress 
Monroe to await bis triail.”’ 


WEBSTER, & D., FARMERS UP IN ARMS. 


Determined to Ship Their Own Grain—A 
Fight on the Elevators, 

Weseter, 8. D., Dec. 13.~-[Special.]—The 
elevator companies have been buying grain 
here by'a combine on a 154¢ cent margin. 
The Reporter and Farmer accuses them of 
stealing $45,000 from the farmers by their 
system of grading, dockage, etc. Farmers 
universally commend the action of the paper 
and are devermined to ship theirown grain. 
Monday they made a demand for twocars a 
day for twenty days. Tuesday the cars came 
all right, but Wednesday none were to be 
had. The elevator companies have taken ad- 
vantage of the situation and are trying to 
drive the farmers off the market. The ac- 
tion of the aievators has beaten the Milwau- 
kee road out of some 20,000 or 30,000 pustels 
of grain, marketed in Watertown, which 
shoulda have come to Webster.

Canvas-back ducks run ali the 
way from $6 to twice that. Blue-wing teal 
are $2.25. Venison saddles are 8 cents a 
pound. This is all at wholesale, you must re- 
member, and the retail price is some cents 
higher.”

“Fresh eggs are hard to getat 22 cents, 
but they are worth it at the price. Butter 
has not gone up as high as everybody ex- 
pected it would. Bought by the tub cream- 
ery butter of the best sort is about 28 to 30 
cents a pound. Dairy butter runs 6 or7 
cents below that. Good appligs can be had 
for $2.60 to $2.75 a barrel, le Vegetables, cu- 
cumbers are #2 and up & dozen; cauliflower, 
$2 and $4 a dozen; radishes, 55 and 40 cents 
a dozen; lettuce, 6 and 70 cents a box; 
green peas, $1.50 a box; Louisiana tomatoes, 
75 cents for seven-pound boxes, 

The fish market 1s interesting. The prices 
got from the biggest retail house here 
were: Salt water—Biluelish, 20 cents a 
pound; cod, 124%; dressed eels, 2; 
flounders, 10; haddock, 10; halibut, 25; 
extra large mackerel, 3 cents each; 
salmon, 40 cents a pound; sea bass, 25; green 
lobsters, 20; boiled, 20; little neck clams, 15 
cents a dozen; biue points, 40 cents a dozen; 
New York counts, 75 cents a quart; select 
oysters, 60 cents; standard, 40; terrapin, #4 
to $3 apiece. Freshwater fish are: Pickerel, 
10 cents a pound; pike, 10; dressed perch, 
10; black bass, 20; brook trout, 40; bull 
frogs, $1.50 a dozen; whitefish, 123¢ cents a 
pound; trout, 12\¢.

ILLINOIS CENTRAL’S REPORT FOR THE 
HALF YEAR ENDING JUNE 30. 


An Increase in Net Earnings of $763,268 
—Railroads Net Violating the Inter- 
State Law as Much as Last Year— 
Against Secret Competition — Flour 
Rates from Minneapolis to Chicago Re- 
duced to 7 1-2 Cents Per 100 Pounds. 


The directors of the [llinois Central have 
just issued a report to the stockholders, show- 
ing the operations, and earnings, and ex- 
penses of the road for the half year ended 
June 30, 1889, The reason for issuing the re- 
port at this time 1s that tne laws of Congress 
and of several States pow require from tbe 
company an annual reportfor the twelve 
months ending June 80. Hencetorth the 
fiscal year of this company will begin July 1 
and end June 30. 

According to the report the gross sum re- 
ceived for the first half of the year from the 
trafic of 2,275 milesof raiiway has been 
$6,430,829.90. During the corresponding half 
of 1888 the gross earnings from the trafiic of 
1,953 miles were $5,451,593.81. The net earn- 
ings for the first half year in 1889 were 
$2,403,457.81, against $1,640, 189.22 for the same 
period in 188s, 

The available sum, from all sources, has 
been: Surplus dividend fund, as declared in 
last report, $163,536.92; interest on bonds in 
that fund, $3,260; traffic, €2,408,457.21: lands, 
$13,364.93; New York oftice, $404,730.96. 

From this sum there has been paid: Inter- 
est on bonds, $733,087.50; rental, Chicago, St. 
Louis & New Orleans railroad, $752,625.57; 
permanent improvements, $100,410.58; leav- 
ing $1,402,226.97, out of which has been taken 
the dividend payable Sept. 3, 1889, 3 ver 
cent on $40,000,000, making $1,200,000. There 
has been carried forward to surplus dividend 
fund (invested in Illinois Central 4 per 
cent gold bonds of 1952) and set apart to 
future dividends, $202,226.97. 

The report states that the persistent disre- 
gard by certain railway corporations during 
the years 1887 and 1888 of the law forbidding 
specia: and secret rates subjected all who 
obeved that law to great disadvantages. The 
enforcement during the period now under 
review of that law and of a statute enacted 
by the last Congress requiring three days’ 
notice of proposed reductions of rates has 
put the law-abiding corporations on a better 
footing. The increase in the gross and net 
receipts of the Lilinow Central affords grati- 
fying evidence of its earning capacity when 
not hampered by secret competition, While 
the directors were prevented by their charter 
from delegating tne power of fixmg rates 
of transportation to an association 
of railroad Presidents formed last 
January, they have, without injury to the 
company’s interests orthose of the territory 
seryed by the road, maintained rates in har- 
mony with those agreed upon by the com- 
panies represented in that association. 

The work upon ‘the Chicago, Madison & 
Northern railroaa isapproaching completion. 
With the exception of arranging the details 
of several crossings of other railways in 
Chicago and of building aviaduct across the 
tracks at Halsted street little now remains to 
be done. Theearnings of that road for the

A New Book Gives a Bird’s-Eye View of 

Ita History Daring the Last Fifty Years. 

‘* Not only we, the latest seed of time.” are 
Marching in the van of progress; but the 
English-speaking race that has colonized tne 
islands in the eastern part.of the South Pa- 
cific Ocean has with characteristic energy 
borne forward the flag of civilization. Mr. 
Edward Wakefield, in his’ book, ** New Zea- 
land After Fifty Years,” has given an inter- 
esting account of the growth up to date of 
the most promising of the British dependen- 
cies, 

Itis now 250 years since New Zealand 
came into the ken of the world. The coun- 
try is often confounded in the public mind 
with Austrailia, altnough it 1s 1,200 miies 
east and stretches 600 south of tne land of 
the kangaroo. New Zealand is hign, where- 
as Australia is low; it hasanarea of 104,403 
square miles, and has much variety of climate 
Within a@ narrow range of temperature. 
This rich country was neglected by Great

The New Zea- 
land company, organized by Edward Giboon 
Wakefield and heaaea by Lord Durham, sent 
a ship. which took possession of the vountry 
Sept. 30, 1839. By the end of the following 
year the company had disembarked 1,200 set- 
tlers and founded the city bf Wellington.

The news of the development of a project in 
Columbia looking to the outright sale by the 
State of all its right, title, and interest jin the 
phosphate beds fora sum not less than $7,000, - 
000 has caused a stir in the Phosphate Ex- 
change here.

The aypthors of 
the plan claim that their intention is to use 
the money to pay off the State debt, which 
amounts to about $6,000,000. In this connec- 
tion it is recalled that recent publications 
have been made about tke alleged discovery 
of phosphate beds in Florida of fabulous 
extent. The bili will be fougtt bitterly by 
the concerns already interested in phosphate 
mining and fertilizer manufacturing. , 


WHEAT MAKES A SHARP DECLINE 


It Breaks Nearly a Cent and Brings Out an 
Immense Business. 


There was a sharp break in wheat yester- 
day and a heavier volume of speculation than 
for a good Many days. From the highést fig- 
ure values*went off a cent, and the close 
showed only a fractional recovery from the 
decline. There were few rallies as the. mar- 
ket fell, although its course was at times vig- 
orously opposed by the more nervy bulls. 
The stiffest fight for supremacy, probably, oo- 
curred just after the opening. Mav started 
at 83 cents. The bears were greatly helped by 
three or four large commission houses 
who began selling wheat at a rate which 
made the bulls’ heads swim. Nat Jones was 
particularly prominent ‘among the sellers, 
disposing, the crowd estimated, of ‘avout 
750,000 busheis. The bulis managed to hold 
the market around 83 for a time, but finally 
the pressure became too strong and. with 
their support gone prices fell rapidly. 

On the way down the trade was immense. 
Blocks of 100,000 bushels were as common 
a> 25,000 lots on ordinary occasions. Hun- 
dreds of stop orders were reached at each 
eighth of the deciine, adding a heavy quan- 
tity of wheatto the aggregate sola, The 
buils who bought early sold out their pur- 
chases and the exciting rumors which flew 
about had it that several of the 
real bull leaders had taken fright and were 


The buyers were chiefly the shorts. At 
82l¢ there was a spell of steadiness, but some 
time afterwards the bears'raided the market 
again, forcing May to 82 ana bringing out 
more lines of long wheat. A reaction of 4 
took place at the close, which showed May at 
623,—a net loss for the Gay of %. 

Tne brokers remained about the corridors 
until quite late in the afternoon, and despite 
the board’s cast iron regulations, it was said, 
made trades in quiet places. The bears were 
jubilant, but the bulls déciared that the break 
was due to no change in the geneaal cond- 
tion, but to a rabble of weak holders on their 


side.

Notwithstanding increased competition and 
a down ward tendency inrates the income de- 
rived from investments south of the Ohio 
River continues satisfactory. 

As stated in the iast report, the Memphis 
division of the Chicago, St. Louis & New 
Orleans was leased until 2282 for an annual 
rental of not less than $130,000 nor more than 
$140,000, and arrangements made to turn the 
eotire investment in the Mississippi & Ten- 
nessee into cash.

REDUCTION rv FLOUR RATES, 


A Rate of Seven and One-Half Cents Will 
Be Putin Effect Dec. 18. 

About a week ago the Chicago, Burlington 
& Northern gave notice that Dec. 12 1t would 
reduce the rate on flour and millstuff, Min- 
neapolis and St. Paulto Chicago, from 10 
cents to 73g cents per 100 pounds, Its reason 
for desiriug to make the reduction was that 
owing to the cutting of rates by the Chicago, 
St. Paul & Kansas City it had been iosing 
business, and as a great part of its revenue 
was derived from the through flour traffic it 
could not allow the business to be diverted 
by other lines that paid no heed to the tran- 
sit agreement and made rates to suit them- 
selves. The Burlington & Northern was pre- 
vailed upon to postpone putting the rates 
in effect until _ the officials of the other roads 
interested in that traffic had a chance to con- 
sider the matter. The Milwaukee & Bt. 
Paul, with a view of preventing a general re- 
duction not onlyin flour but also the grain 
rate, preferred a complaint against the Chi- 
cago, St. Paul & Kansas City to Chairman 
Walker of the Gentlemen’s Association, 
charging that road with violation of agree- 
ment and asking for a speedy decision. 

Nothing further would have been done in 
the matter until Chairman Walker had ren- 
dered a decision had it not been for the dis- 
covery that te “Soo” line had put 1a effect 
a reduced rate on flour. The matter was 
brought to the attention of the meeting of 
the Western and Northwestern divisions of 
the Western Freight Association at Chair- 
man Faithorn’s office. The Burlington & 
Northern contended it could not defer put- 
ting the reduced rates in effect any longer, 
and demanded immediate action on the part 
of the association. After a long and _ ani- 
mated discussion it was decided to authorize 
all roads to put in effect a rate of 714 cents on 
flour and muiilstuffs from Minneapolis and St. 
Pauli to Chicago Dec. 18. It was arranged 
that the Northern lines should meet today 
at St. Paul for the purpose of revising 
through rates to conform with the change in 
the rates from Minneapolis. The Northern 
committee was, also instructed to take up 
with the Northern lines the question of the 
restoration of the 10-cent rate basis taxing 
effect Jan. 1, in accordance with a sugges- 
tion from the Northern route. 

The blame for the reduction is laid upon 
the Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City. This 
road, it is claamed, has been making a rate 
from its elevators at lessthan what transit 
was sold for, and thus compelled the “Soo” 
line (northern route) to meet the reduction. 
Tuis made it necessary for the Burlington & 
Northern to make a corresponding reduction. 
General Manager Egan of the Chicago, St. 
Paul & Kansas City claims his company is 
not responsible for the trouble ana lays the 
biame upon the transit roads (Milwaukee & 
St. Paul and St. Paul & Omaha), which he 
says withdrew their transit, and that it was 
impossibie tor all shippers to secure enough 
transit to cover all their shipments. Thus if 
au shipper, he says, had transit for but a part 
of tne stuff his company could not refuse to 
take the whole consignment at the transit 
rate, as under the law it could not charge 
differeat rates on the same consignment. 
The transit roads, on the other hand, claim 


‘that any shipper could secure ali the transit 


he wanted, but that the Chicago, St. Pau & 
Kansas City made transit rates contrary to 
this agreement. For this reason, they say, 
they withdrew transit, because having to 
pay other roads the difference between 81¢

The population had increased from 120,000 
in 1854, the year when self-goveriment was

New 
Zealand is first of afl a farming 
colony. Its soil, besides other attractions, 
however, had the yellow’ gleam of gold. 
From 1857 to 1860 the export of gold fluctu- 
ated from £40,000 to £17,000, and séemed to 
be dwindiing away when in the latter year 
rich deposits were found in the 
Middle Iisiand and at once drew a 
large population from Australia. .The 
value of the gold export rose in a 
singie year to £752,000, and mm 1868 it amounted 
to no less than £2,431,000. Other discoveries 
followed in both islands, and by 1869 the 
total value ef gold exported reached the 
enormous sum of £19,500,000. Ever since 
then this industry has gradually declined, 
and of late it’ has been of little importance. 

New Zealand differs from most other 
countries in that it has no capital city of 
commanding prominence. The largest city 
there does not contain more than a tenth of 
the whole population, and a giance at the 
map shows the reason. The natural features 
of the county are such that it is necessarily 
divided into separate settlements, each of 
these having its capital town at the ianding- 
place of the pioneers of that particular set- 
tiement. Thus there are four small cities, 
situated on or near the four principal har- 
bors: Auckland, with 60,000 inhabitants; 
Weilington, with 380,000;-Cnristchurch, with 
30.000; and Dunedin, with 40,000, 

More than half of the European population 
—30U,000—are born in the coiony. Of the re- 
mainder 125,000 are English, 54,000 Scottish, 
51,000 irish, 17,000 Australian, 6,000 Weish, 
Canadian, or otherwise British, and 13,000 
foreign, mostly Germans and Scandinavians. 
Five-sixths of the people are Protestants and 
the remaining sixth are Roman Catholics, 
with a few Jews, and 4,500 Chinese Buddhists. 

In 1870 a public-works policy was inaugu- 
rated, and a loan of 10 millions effected, to 
be expended chiefly ou railways. One loan 
act followed another with great rapidity. By 
the end of 1887 more than 24 millions of bor- 
rowed money had been spent, in addition to 
8 millions of land funds—32 millions in six- 
teen years. The colony then had 1,800 mules 
of railways, besides a vast extent of pub- 
lic works of other kinds.’ The receipts 
from the railways amounted to a million 
sterling annually. ‘The population had risen 
during these sixteen years from 248,000 to 
600,000, of whom about 100,000 were (free or 
assisted immigrants brought out under the 
public works and immigration policy. 

In 1887 Parliament determined to bring the 
public works expenditure to a close, and 
after that to dispense with further borrow- 
ing with a view to depending entirely upon 
reveaoue for tye futuro. Already the good 
effects of this are apparent in tne restora- 
tion of public credit, the revival of commer- 
cial confidence, and an _ increased 
spirit of enterprise and _ self-reliance 
among the colonists. This yearmarks a new 
depaiture in the history of New Zealand. 
She has passed through a trial of financial 
depression not less severé than the trial of 
War she passed through before, and has 
emerged unscathed. She cherishes the ambi- 
tion to become in time the finest dependency 
of the British Empire. (Cassell & &o.)

ANOTHER, RICH FIND IN NATURAL GAS, 


A Weill with a Pressure of 600 Pounds 
Struck Near Bakerstown, Pa. 

PirtspurG, Pa., Dec. 13.—[Special. }—The 
Butchers’ Oil company, which is composed of 
twenty wvutchers doing business in the Pitts- 
burg market-house, and who own 1,565 acres 
of land adjacent to Bakerstown, Allegheny 
County, yesterday struck one of the’ largest 
natural gas wells ever heard of in Western 
Pennsylvania. The pressure of the gas yes- 
terday waz 600 pounds in a five-inch casing, 
and so great was the volume that when the 
tools were withdrawn it was impossible to 
do any work about the well. It is bemg 
bored still deeper, but the gentlemen inter- 
ested say they never saw such a heavy pres- 
sure as the well has at present. A commit- 
tee of five, appointed to visit the field, went 
up today and located two new oil Welis, 4s 
oilhas been struck on the farm before. 
Eighteen months ago a gas wellof 400 pounds 
pressure was struck on the same land. It 
was sold to the Bridgewater Gas company 
for $800 per month. This well is said to still 
have a pressure of 350 pounds. This factis ad- 
vanced to disprove‘tne idea that natural gas 
is failing.

Ate tine in Utah, where the Rio Grande 
Western railroad crosses the Green River, 


$s a small town of about fifty inhabitants and 


two names. It is called Blake by the Post-

railroad time-tavles. At this piace, the 25tn 
of May, 1889, we started in upon our expedi- 
tion. 

Our outfit consisted of six boats, five of 
them being cedar, clinker built, fifteen feet 
long, forty inches wide, and half decked, with 
brass air-tight compartments in each end. 
‘fhe sixth wasan open dory made of pine, 
fipbed with oak, and quite strong. The 
boats were all numbered from one to six, 
and were all loaded with dupiicate lots of

Feet of rope attached to the stern post. Five

About five miles below Biake we encount- 
ered the first rapid, where the channel makes 
asharpturn. It was not a bad rapid, but it 
was our first, and we approached it with 

great caution, Wein the first boat succeed- 
_ edinrunning it safely, but the other five 
boats were taken around througo the shal- 
low water. We etme es immediately be- 
low, and found that we had made only about 
six miles for our first afternooOn’s wor 

The walls at the beginning of Labyrinth 
Cafion are low, smooth, and nearly vertical, 
consisting of dark red sandstone in thick lay- 
ers. she course of the river is Winding and 
the- walls grow rapidly higher. We camped 
that night upon a fiat rock on the left bank, 
and opposite Trin Alcove Bend, a magnificent 
wall, about 800 feet high, which contained 
three great alcoves several hundred feet 
above tue water. We shouted and fired guns 
| to hear the wonderful echo caused by these 
- ailcovés. fvery distinct noise produced 
~ three distinct echoes with wonderful fear- 


ee Labyrinth Cafion is rightly named, for it 
) would be difficnit to imagine a more tortuous 
' gourse forariver. At Bow Knot Bend the 
river.makes a bend to the ieft six miles, then 
to the right nine miles, and we discovered 
' that we had rowed fifteen miles to gain about 
_ one half mile direct ‘distance. The impres- 
sion Was that of being shut upin a huge red 
sandstone box. Labyrinth Cafion ends by 
the breaking away of the cafion walls, and 
We emerged into a comparatively open coun- 
try, calied by the Indians ‘‘ The Land of the 
Standing Rock.’”” When we climbed a short 
hill at this place we found spread out before 
us a'scene both ange and beautiful The 
entire country seemed to be a naked rock 
witn no soil or vegetation whatever, while 
from the level Of the country there spring up 
abruptly, to enormous heights, great towers 
and buttes and pinnacies of red sandstone 
rock of various contours. . 

Here we entered immediately upgn Still- 
water Cafion. the colorof the rock Changed 
from red to gray, and though the walls were 
Only 200 or 300 feet at the start they grew 
‘Pavidiy higher until we came suddenly upon 
the Grand River, where tbe waters united in 
@ swift, strong current beneath waiis 1,300 


_ feet high. In Stillwater Cafion we killed our 


first rattlesnake, which we found under a 
red rock, and 1 almost put my Wand upon 
him. He was of a dark, vivid red, with 
biack spots. 

We made our camp on the northwest bank 
of the Grand Kiver, where we could look 
directly down the Colorado. We remained 
in catip two days, while the surveyors were 
establishing their stations, ang tne rest of 
us spent our time in fishing, and in speculat- 
ing upon what we river badin store for us 
below. We caught two kinds of fish, the larg- 
est being a white salmon, with the flesh 
beautifuliv flaked and pure white. The oth- 

_ @r kind is called the buffalo or squaw fisn, 
aod has a remarkable cag an its back im- 
mediately behina its head. Our largest speci- 
men of salmon weighed twenty pounds, but 
We afterwards Saw one that we ghed siaty- 
eight pounds, caught by miners furvuer down 
the river. : 

ALONG THE COLORADO. 

The Colorado River at its head is 550 feet 
wide, and quite swift. Westarted out from 
camp May 31, and entered immediateiy upon 

What is cailed the Caturact Cufion;, The 
Walis increased from 1,300 feet in neight at 
its heud to about 2,700 feet in height midway 
down, and then fell away to 1,300 feet at 
its foot. The cafion is forty-one miles long, 
but nearly all tne difficuities are crowded 
into ainetéen miles. We were carried 
down swiftly for the first five miles. 
here that we had our first experience with 
what we called ‘“fountains,’”’ which after- 
Wards caused Cs Many a ducking, and caused 
the death of Mr. Brown. 

Where the river is broad, deep, and swift, 
the bottom seems to be covered with pit- 
holes in the: sandstone, and to have great 
heaps of constantly changing quicksand 
mounds. This causes numberless cross-cur- 
rents underneath the surface, and at times 
these seem to combine, resulting in an enor- 
mous upshooting wave, which breaks 
through the surface of the water with a 
@wish and roar that are appalling, and tosses 
anything whieh it may strike. The noise 
taese “fountains” make is something be- 
tween the boom of acannon and the swish of 
@n enormous sky-rocket, and they can be 
heara for amile. Trev do not rise twice in 
the same piace, but switch about so that it 

' is impossible to avoid them. ’ 

Aisix miles below the head of tke Col 
rado, in coming around a huge bend in ‘tlhe 
river, we discovered our first bad rapid ahead 
ofus. We made a landing of ine boats with- 
Out troubie, but our flotilla was unwieldy, 
and after itt@ad nearly carried the coiored 
Doys over the rapid they were obliged vo cut 
it loose, and it disappeared. Vhis was re- 
€ardea at the time as a great misfortune, 
siuce it carried nearly 1,200 pounds of food. 
A& it turned out, however, it was the most 
fortunate thing that could have happened to 
Us. We camped at night just at tn¢ head of

ae aed » dune 2, all the dogis made a

_ -$R Orossing. Until we resuned thus point al 
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until we reached Dandy ssing it was 
nothing but disaster every day. . 
. We had such good tuck in}shooting around 
points of reck that the next morning Brown, 
Hugnes, and myself determined to try it 
again with the first boat. Brown sat in the 
prow with the ours; I satin the midale on 
the- load, and Hughes ‘sat in the stern with 
the steering paddle. We started in compar- 
atively smooth water, and made the first 
point ali right, but just as we attempted to 
run in shore a huge “fountain’’ burst up by 
the side of the boat and pitched us into the 
middle of the worst rapid we had yet en- 
countered. Brown, who was powerful, 
struggied to keep tue Dual heaa on, and fora 
fow seconds we succeeded in riding two or 
three enormous waves successful'y, then, 
in spite of all efforts, the boat turned side- 
wise, was thrown in ine air, and came down 
bottom up. As she went over Brown and 
Hnghes managed to catch hola of the ends, 
but I could not get a hold, and was pitched 
clear of the boat. I thought that the expedi- 
tion, so far as l was concerhed, was ended, 
but a lucky wave washed me against the side 
of the boat, and when we finally got ashore 
we found ourselyes on the opposite side of 
the river from the rest of the party, and 
two miles below where we had been thrown 
in. We could see the o hers above making 
rtages and letting the boate down by ropes. 
We remained there all that day and night, 
cooking some flour and bacon upon some hot 
rocks, for our matches were luckily not wet. 
Yhe next day we let our boatdown by the 
rope, past the perpendicular rock and past a 
haif mile of heavy bowlders, and then we 
struck out and crossed the river safely. 
When we went back up stream to meet the 
rest of the men we were much disheartened 
to learn that a flerce cross-current bad caught 
“Black Betty,” and smashed her into kind- 
ling wood on a ragged bowlder, losing every- 
thing in her, including the cooking outfit and 
ail our piates and Knives. : 

The outlook was not at all improvea when 
the engimecrs returned form recoonoitering 
and reported that Heli’s Haif Mile began 
about four miles beiow. This expressive 
name is givén with perfect ‘appropriateness. 
The river is crowded down to an average 
width of 200 feet, while the channel is filled 
with enormous bowlders, and in twu miles 
the fall is fifty-rive feet; while the shore 
consists of a narrow talus of unusually 
ragged rocks. 

e had always regarded Maj. Powell’s ex- 
pedition of 1869 as the first and only party to 
descend Cataract Cafion, or attempt the 
cafions of the Colorado, and ourselves as the 
second party; but our belief in this 
fact was a littie shaken by finding an in- 
scription cut upen the rock in oneof the 
worst places of the cafion, reading simply, 
“1. Julien, 1836’; and there has been much 
speculation. among us whether or not the 
name represented some expedition of me 
earlier French explorers. ihe natural cau- 
tion wita which we approached this danger- 
ous partof the river was not lessened by 
finding upon the rocks the skeleton of a fuii- 
grown ‘nan, intact, save a part of the lower 
jaw. Who-he was and how his skeleton came 
there are explained only by conjecture. 

We easily made the four miles by running 
all the rapids, though not without our usual 
daily disaster. The first boat went through 
the firstrapid without shipping any water; 
Hughes and myself followed in the next boat, 
l rowing and he steering. Just as we passed 
ajutting pinnacie of rock we were unac- 
countably swept into a sfhall but vicious 
whiripool which wasjust behindit. Around 
and around we spun, and, although I rowed 
with all my might, we drew steadily nearer 
the vortex. Finally my end of the at 
began to sink, and Hughes’ end to rise in the 
air. Finding we were going down I let goof 
the oars and hung on to'the seat of the boat. 
I saw Hughes twirled around once or twice, 
and then the doat seemed to end straight up, 
and I went down clean under tne water to- 

ether with half of the boat. I suppose that 

was under but half a minute, though | 
found myself getting short for breath. The 
sensation was queer, but there was a pleas- 
ant relief from the roar of the water. Sud- 
detity, the vortex being choked, it released 
its grip, and the boat suet into the air. As I 
came up Hughes called to meto holdon. I 
called back, asking himif [ was not hoiding 
on, aud shook the water from my eyes just 
in time to see a huge wave roil over Hughes 


fand give him a beautiful ducking. The bout 


did not capsize, and, aithougno we had lost an 
oar, we Managed to paddie, into the current, 
and soon feacned shore, ‘where we Daied out. 
The othérs then tried it, and came through. 
ali mght, except Number Fise, which had a 
heie knocked in her in the attempt. We 
made tie rest of the distance in smooth but 
swift water, and campei that night on huge 
Bewlders at the point where we river makes 
4 first terrifiv pluoge into,“ Heili’s Half 
vie.” 


Inthe morning we bewan a day of hard 
work and continuoJas disaster, with a port 
age of over 1,000 feet in length, though it was 
not sucha difficult portage ome of the 
shorter ones: which we _ had aiready made. 
In spite of all efforts Number One puiled 
away while sne was being lowered by ropes, 
dragging Hughes over the rocks, spraining 
his ankle, and badiy tearing his hands. 
Brown went after her, running as fast as 
was possible aver the heavy bowlders which 
formed the shore of the stream, and when 
he came back reported that he had gone four 
miles without seeing any signs of her, and 
that there were yet beiore us two miies of 
extremely bad rapid; but he aiso brought 
the extremely good news tnat he had found 
one section of our flotilla intact, containing 
100 pounds of flour, with beans, cornmeal, 
and tobacco all in good shape. 

After two more days of loss, as we had 
only three boats, it was decided to divide the 
provisions we had left, throw away every 
unnecessary articie, aria that tive of tne sur- 
veyors should start on foot to carry along 
the lind, while the rest of the party should 
attempt to reach the Piacer: Mines, which we 
knew were below, to get provisions Mf pos- 
sible, 

THROUGH THE RAPIDS. 

After several days of severe portages, with 
scant food, ihe sailing now became beauti- 
ful, ana our spirits rosé according\y, for we 
were at last sure that we were through 
the rapids and were in Narrow Gafion. 
We soon: reached a mining camp, 
consisting of one brush shanty, and our re- 
joicing was great. Wefound a man on the 
lookout for us, for they had seen portions of 
of our wreckage floating by for the last two 
weeks. We had ail lost nearly everything 
we had. We had only part of one day’s ra- 
tions left when we reached this camp, and 
but for the food found here some of us 
would certainly have starved. 

For the next 150 miles we. had no difficulty 
whatever, while we enjoyed the scenery to 
its utmost. Atone point the wali has been 
stained by minerais of all’ Kinds, streaked 
and striped, and mixed and blended over the 
entire gface of the cilff with won- 
derful intricacy of pattern. The whoie face 
of the wall looks as thougi it Were hung with 
a magnificent piece of tapestry of the rarest 
designs. 

It Was into the Marble Cafidn, the 9th day 
of June, that three boats with eight men were 
rowed. The first day, with hard portages, 
ten miles were made, The next morning 
Brown and McDonaid (who had joined tne 
party asa boutman) undertook torun the 
first rapid, by the side of which was a great 
whirtpoolt. They were going safely along a 
neutral strip of water between the two 
when an enormous tp-shooting wave struck 
the boatin Wie middle, throwing it into the 
air, and pitching Brown into the whiripool 
and McDonald into the rapid. Both were 
powerful swimmers. McDonaid struck out, 
calling to Brown, ‘*Come on.” Brown re- 
plied, “All right”? and faced down the river. 
McDonald had now ail he could do to care 
for himself. Three times he .was thrown 
under by the terrific tossings of the mad 
waters, but he managed to reach a rock 
about 600 yards below the scene of the mis- 
hap. Dragging himself ot, he was borrified 
to see Brown stillin tae whiripool. Frantio- 
ally he gestured to the foliowing boat. 
\It recognized his signals and dashed for the 
whirlpool, but too late, Brown had disap- 
peared a few seconds before it reached him, 
and that river never gives up its dead. 

This catastrophe broke the expedition, and 
it now became only a question of how to get 
out. For five days tne struggle continued, 
when the boat containing Henry and Hans- 
brough Was swept by a migaty cross-current 
under an overhanging rock. Hansbrough 
Was never seen again, but Henry, who was 
the most powerful and athietic man of the 

arty, came up and began to swim for his 
ife. Before a boat coula reach’him he, too, 
sank, Just dDelow, at the mouth of a side 
cafion, Brown’s boat was found, and ail the 
| three boats were pulled high upon the rocks. 
The party, worn out and broken-hearted, 
went ashore. 

There were still some hundreds of miles of 
deadliest rapid below, but we had had 
enough. Brown, a kind-hearted, enterpris- 
ing, gallant fellow, the leader and life of the 
exploration, gone; two other brave fellows 
beneath the waves, provisions at starvation

The Locomotive Steps from the Ridiculous 


to the Sublime—Pioneers Still Living— 


Almost Perfect Safety for the Passen- 
ger—His “Expectation of Life” on the 
Rail 173,000,000 Miles—Books for the 
Holidays—Brief Notices, Literary Notes, 
Books Received, Etc. 


The flood of books now pouring in compels 
classification. For the remainder of the 
year these columns will be devoted to dbro- 
chures especially adapted to the holiday mar- 
ket. More solid literature must await the 
calm which will succeed this storin. 

The ordinary reader on seeing the title of 
‘The American Railway ”’. will say to him- 
self, * Here is something for railway men.” 
Then observing the names of Charles Fran- 
cis Adams and Horace Porter he will add, 
“Capitalists, also.” But when he giances 
through the broad, handsome pages and tinds 
his eye caught by the numberless and ad- 
mirable illustrations—landscapes. locomo- 
tives, bridges, buildings, groups, scenes, ac- 
cidents, and incidents—he will admit that he 
himself has found a new sensation, and that 


his boys (and thoughtful giris, too) havea 


new field of intellectual novelty opened for 
their benefit. 

The most picturesque part of the book is 
the opening chapter, where Thomas Curtis 
Ctarlie treats of tne Arabian Nights-like 
history of railways and the romantic task of 
subjecting Nature’s curves and undulations 
to their use. In this chapter occtr the funny 
pictures of the pioneer locomotives—still in 
existence—and the contrasted steam giants 
of today. 

Tne illustrations are almost numberiess. 
“First locomotive,” ** Locomotive of today,”’ 
“‘Engineer’s camp,” * Hanging bridge,” “A 
construcvuon and boarding train,” “ Veta 
Pass, Colorado,”’ “ Snowsheds, Canadian Pa- 
citic,’’ “* The last spat.”” These are a few of 
the dozens of cuts—largely from photographs 
—which enliven the text of this one chapter. 

John Bogart fills the second chapter with 
“Feats of Railway Engineering,” and tne 
story is caiculated to fili a man’s heart with 
pride and a boy’s with worthy ambition. 
Here, too, do pen and pencil portray the 
dizzy tasks of bridge-vuiiding and mountain- 
climbing; the cantiiever thrusting its strong, 
siender ieg far into mid-air; the pneumatic 
caisson burrowing into mid-earth. The pict- 
ures are not all mechanical drawings by any 
means. Men toil, lights flare, steam hisses, 
mountains rise, and water falis perceptible 
to all Lhe senses. 

Next comes M. N. Forney on “‘ American 
Locomotives and Cars,’’ and he seizes the at- 
tention so strongly that the reader again 
jumps to the conclusion that he has come to 
Wwue most interesting partof the book. A fine 
portrait is given of Horatio Allen, one of tne 
pioneers, and still living, hale and nearty at 
87. Here is what Mr. Ailen, in 1884, wrote of 
His trial trip of Aug. 8, 1829: 

When the time came, and the steam was of the 
right pressure, and all was ready, J took my 
piace on the platform of the locom#@tive alone, 
and with my band on the tbrottle-Vaive handle 
suid: “If there is any danger in this ride it is 
not necessary that the life and imbs of more 
than one should be subjected to that danger.” 

The locomotive, baving no train behind it, an- 
swered at once to the movement of the hand; 
“ay s000 we struight line Was run over, 
the curve Was reached and passed before there 
was time to think as to its not being passed 
sufely, and soon I was out of sight in the three 
miles’ ride alone. in the woods of Pennsylvania. 
I had never run a locomotive nor any other en- 
gine before. I have never run one since, 

In this chapter is noted the early adoption 
in America the “truck’’—the arrangs- 
ment by which the front wheels of a locomo- 
tive Can adjust themseives to curves just as 
do the front wheels of a .wagon—a construc- 
tion which England is just now accepting 
after filty years of obstinate opposition. 
Here, too, aré we made familiar with the 
deadly car-coupling, which kilis or maims 
some thousands of our railroad men every 
year—two or three a day in Lilinois alone. 

The most engrossing chapters for people 
who own railroads are those regarding man- 
agement, by Gen. Alexander and Chbaries 
Francis Adums;-for peopie who run them, 
the chapters regarding service and the 
everyday life of ne servants; for political 
economists, the “statisticai studies’’ of Mr. 
Hewes, where duil figures are trans- 
muted into eneraved iines (straight or 
curved) sett ng forth to the eve 
by (tneir varying lengths and directions 
the comparisons which mere arithmetical 
figures will fail to grasp. We might read and 
disregard che figures of railway mileage in 
other countries; going from 11.759 in ltaly 
and 81,521 in Great Britain té 39,735 in Ger- 
many, and then springing to 241,210 in the 
United States. But when we see the en- 
graved lines displayed upon a page, one coun- 
try below another, each represented by a 
mark a finger breadth or less in length, and 
then come suddenly toAmerica's line reaching 
uearly across the leaf, we get some notion of 
our stupendous achievement. Other charts 
show mileage by States (Illinois in the lead) 
and Others mileage by roads, gross and net 
earnings by roads, rates of freight by years 
(always dropping to @ wonderiul degree), 
average dividends paid (also cectining), and 
innumerable other interesting facts. for us 
who own no roads but use many the most 
thrilling chapters are those whick show pict- 
ures of wrecks; and, on the o:her hand, set 
forth the amazing ratio of safety per passen- 
ger. We shail each travei 173,000,000 miles be- 
forereaching death on the ra:l, judging by 
the rule of averages. (New York: Charles 
Scribaer’s Sons.) 


° Potting Life In to Greek. 

Prof. William G. Frost of Oberlin College 
publisbes a ‘“‘Greek Primer ” that is in many 
respects admirable and noteworthy. It is 
made attractive by illustrations; it treats the 
language as ao oral, living affair; and it is 
compiete in itself, requiring neither gram- 
mar nor lexicon assuppiement. The iliustra- 
tions of Greek art, coinage, and architécture 
are selected from some of the most beauti- 
ful plates in recent artistic publications and 
cannot fail to impress upon the young stu- 
dent the fact that he is beginning ‘an ac- 
quaintance with tne living language of 4 
oace great and beauty loving peopie. The 
old grammars and “‘readers’”’ give us only 
the rattling bones of a deud language. 
They make tae = =. study of Greek 
an inteliectual task that is repugnant to the 
average boy. Dr. Frost, who has lived in 
Athens, believes that students shoula learn 
Greek as they do French or German—by 
talking it and by acquiring as rapidly as pos- 
sivbie a vocabulary of the most used words of 
the language. Into his primer, therefore, he 
has put conversational and writing exercises 
that bring into play 605 of the mostimportant 
Greek words, aud only enough of the ruiesof 
grammar to make the use of these words in- 
telligibie. If the Chicago boys are to study 
Greek, and the Board of Education bas re- 
cently decided that they muy, Dr. Frost’s 
primer is an attractive and practical book to 
start with. (Boston: Allyn & Bacon.) 


Christopher Colambus. 

Handsome and timely comes this new edi- 
tion of De Beilloy’s great memoir, originally 
pudiished in Paris about twelve vears ago. 
It has been transiated into every European 
language, and (if we may believe the pub- 
lishers’ preface) “both historicaily and ar- 
tistically has been universally pronounced 
the best history of the voyages of Columbus 
the world bas seen.”’ 

The book is uniform ia size, shane, style, 
and material with the pubiisners’ quarto, 
** Lady with the Camelias,’’ and is illustrated 
with fifty-niue steel engravings and wood- 
cuts by Fiameng and otners. Again is one 
cailed upon to rejoice and grieve with the 
great Genoese; again to bate the presumptu- 
ous court which hounded him to death. We 
Americans have dimost forgotten that to 
Spain we owe the aic which Columbus re- 
ceived in sailing to our shore. In our minds 
ine benefits which Isabelia gave to the young 
adventurer are far outweigued by the indig- 
nities offered by ber countrymen to the old 
hero. (Philadelphia: Gebdbie & Co.) 


The Lady with the Camelling. 


Bad things can be made beautiful. This 
book is one more illustration of that trite say- 
ing. It is finely bound, it has attractive letter 
press, heavy cream paper, broad margins, 
and uncut leaves. Above all it is adorned 
with forty-one drawings by Albert Lynch. 
Thev are full of French prettiness, old-fash- 
ioued in dress and design but in the new 
manner of pr nting, showing lights, shadows, 
half tints in broad, contrasting masses. 

it seems almost needless to characterize 
again the quality of this, the most celebrated 
work of Dumas fiis; yet the truth cannot be 
too often spokeu. Camiile’s influence is 
demoralizing. True, vice is punished: death 
in sorrow eods a life of gay naughtiness. 
But that does not redeem the badness of tne 
influence, The question is not whether the 

triumphs or fails, but whether, after 
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Winters in Algeria by F. A. Bridgman. 
What care we whether the ocean is rough, 
or beds hard and food poor, or cabdrivers ex- 
tortionate; when we travel in a comfortabie 
easy-chair before a cheery fire in such good 
company as F. A. Bridgman’s? We have none 
of these and other even worse drawbacks to 
bother us as we gaze with his eyes at the 
strauge Mosque of Sidis Abd-el-Rhaman or 
experience vicariously @ sandy sirocco, The 
journeyings are agreeably described and it is 
needless to say that the Sacomipan ying illus- 
trations are capital, though evidently not 
always well reproduced in the wood cuits. 
(NewYork: Harper & Bros.) 


Summer Holidays. By Theodore Childs. 

Many of these sketches have appeared be- 
fore in American and English periodicals, 
but they are of redoubled vaiue and interest 
when coliected in one Volume in their pres- 
ent form. The author departs from the 
beaten track m traveling. He is not influ- 
enced by traditions or by what others before 
him have said. He says that though Dutch 
cleanliness is proverbial, the Duten are not 
@ weil-washed nation. He pronounces the 
palaces of Venice in asad state of dilapida- 
won, the canals foul-smelling, and the gon- 
dolier an unromantic person who rarely 
sings and whose dress is commonpluce. 
However, the auttior is able to shake off the 
yoke of the guide-book, whose influence on 
others is irksome: to him, and predisposes 
him to cavil at “stock show piaces,”’ and 
certainly sees and enjoys in bis own .way 
some of the highways end byways of Tur- 
key, Holland, lialy, Germany, and Frauce, 
(New York: Harper & Bros.) 


EKdwin Arnold’s Poetry. 

Sir Edwin is such a favorite “with his 
American readers that they will all weicome 
this complete edition of his poetical! works in 
two handsome volumes. We are apt to think 
of him only as the author of the Light of 
Asia, so that to many the Other poems to be 
found within these gray covers wiil be delignt- 
ful revelatious. The first lecture Sir Edwin 
Aruold ever gave he delivered at Cambridge 
last October, and he said on that. occasion 
that the great success he had there deter- 
mined bim that that should be his last, as he 
was sure he could never have a second tri- 
umpbh equal to the first. He also said 
that he found his most appreciative readers 
in America. (Boston: Roberts Bros.)

The long list of old books that appeur in 
new garments for the Christmas sale is a 
favorable sign.

Never was Victor Hugo’s * Notre Dame de 
Paris’’ more adyantagousiy presented to 
the wor!d than it is im the volume now of- 
fered, illustrated by Bieler, Rossi, and De 
Myrbach, and transiated by A. L. Aiger. 
Here we see the unfortunate Esmeraida, the 
loathsome, pitiable Quasimodo, and, finally, 
the fearful plunge of the Archdeacon from 
the tower of Notre Dame, all set forth with 
fearful realism. (Boston: Estes & Lauriat.) 

Consuelo. By George 5S Translated 
from the French by Frank H. Wotter, is of- 
fered to the public ia four handsomely bound 
volumes.

The Works of Flavius Josephus. W his- 
ton’s Transiauon, revised by the Rev. A. R. 
Shillito, M. A., with. the precedence accorded 
to age comes first m the listof republications, 
The topographical notes are by Bir C. ; 
Wiison, one of the heroes of Khartoum and 
well knowa as one of the pioneers of Pales- 
tine exploration.

Weare offered one particularly charming lit- 
tle book, *‘ Sesame and Liles.

He preférs to seek the 
drift of a passage and use it for practical 
purposes. We sometimes regret the absence 
of needful exposition, but the lack of it is 
more than compensated for bv vigorous and 
frequently unexpected applications of sug- 
gested truth. The book of Job affords a mul- 
titude of fitting themes for such a writer and 
sveaker. The vresent volume of 454 pages is 
devoted to the one poem of Job—his ex- 
periences, his speeches, and those of his 
friends, and the theopbany at the end of the 
sien) (New York: Funk & Wagualis, 1889. 

‘*The Arian Controversy,”’ by H. M. Gwat- 
kin, M. A., of Camoridge University, is well 
deserving of a place in Prof. Creighton’s 
“Epochs of Church History.”” The author 
gives a clear account of the rise, growth, and 
temporary triumph of Arianism, beginning 
with A. D. 269, and ending with the Council 
of Constantinople, A. D. 381. Students of 
ecclesiastical history will fiad this small vol- 
ume a valuable help in their inquiries.

Her Struggles for Recognition and # Foot- 
‘eld in the Literary World—The Work 
She Has Done—Encouragement for Her 
Sex—How She Obtained Favor with an 


Editor—Miss Bisiand, Another Aspirant, 
Who Is Following in the Wake of Nel- 
lie—An Exciting Chace. 

“Nellie Bly,” the young woman who is 
now “putting a girdie ’round about the 
earth,” is a Pittsburg girl. She has, says 
the Philadelphia Juqguirer, been engaged in 
writing for newspapers a little more than 
three years. Her first attempt to gain a live- 
hhood with her pen was made early in 1886 
on the Pittsburg Dispatch. She had written 4 
communication to that journal on the conai- 
tion of workingwomen in the City of Pitts- 
burg, and there was so mucn original thought 
in her deductzons that she was requested to 
send her name and address to the editor. 
With this she complied, and as a result she 
was engaged to follow up several of the sug- 
gestions she had made. 

“Nellie Bly’s”’ first important mission was 
@ trip to Mexico, where she travelea for six 
months, iearning to speak,Spanish with fair 
fluency in that time. 

‘When “Miss Bly” returned to Pittsburg 
she was putin charge of the society column 
of the Dispatch, alternating this work with 
writing theatrical notices and criticisms ana 
in preparing articles on woman’s work. 
With her added experience these papers at- 
tracted attention in New York and were fre- 
quentiy reproduced in the metropolitan 
dailies, . This gave ** Miss Bly” the idea that 
she could better herself in New York, and 
she secured a letter of introduction to Joe 
Howard Jr. from one of her. newspaper 
friends in Pittsburg. :

CROSSING THE ATLANTIC UNDER WA- 
TER IN TWENTY-SIX HOURS, 


M, Apostoloff Claims to Have Discovered & 
New Principle in Navigation Which Is 
Destined to Change the Face of the Mar- 
itime World—One Gundred Knots an 
Hour—Probably a Pieasant Jules Verne 
Sort of story. 

Pall Mall Gazette, Nov. 80: Leonide Apos- 
toloff; a young Cossack engineer, whose 
name ishardly known outside his own coun- 
try, claims to have made a discovery and 
patented an invention destined to change the 
face of the maritime world. Wild as bis 
claim may sound, for he asserts that his in- 
vention will enabie us to cross the Atlantic 
in twenty-six hours, there is enough sub- 
stance in his dream to have secured 
him three years’ leave of absence 
by the Russian Government in order 
that he may prosecute his _ scientific 
researches. M. Apostoloff elected to study 
at Marseilles. There a representative of the 
Pall Mail Gazette called uvon him. M. Aposto- 
loff is tall and dark. His face bespeaks en- 
ergy and great determination. He is 2. 

‘Is it true,’”’ asked our representative, 
“that you expect to perform the voyage 
from here to Algiers in four bours?”’ “Cer? 
tainly,” replied M. Apostoloff. *“*My boat 
will travel 100 knots an hour—that is to say, 
five times quicker than the fastest steamer. 
I have applied to navigation the spiral prin- 
ciple, that is all.” 7 

“But whatis the spiral principle?” “It 
is somewhat difficult to put into words. You 
know that it taxes you longer to hammer a 
nail into the wall than to screw it in. Again, 
in old days the ball from agun went thus 
straight at its object and bit perhaps 
at 100 yaras. Now the ball is twisted out 
and goes immensely quicker and much 
further. Stili another illustration. Why 
does amanswim?! Becausejhe agitates his 
arms and legs, you reply. Very good. But 
why does a serpent swim?” and M. Aposto- 
loff smiled triumphantly. “You do not 
know? Perhaps you did not even knew that 
he who tempted our first mother swam at all.

“What suggested this idea to you?” 
“When I was quite a young fellow my regi- 
ment was ordered to Samara, where a bridge 
was being built over the river. The district 
is singularly bereft of stones, and as they 
were absolutely necessary in making the 
foundations of the bridge the moujiks ex- 
tracted them trom the bed of the current it- 
self! Ana how! By means of an ingenious 
invention of their own. A rope was coiled 
several times round a large tree trunk. One 
end of the rope had been made 
fast—to the other dangied an iron claw 
named koschka, which signifies little cat’s 
claw. Atatotch from the hand the beam 
turned round in the water, the rope, unwina- 
ing itself with the rapidity of lightning, de- 
scended, and the claw clutched hold of any- 
thing it found in the bed of the river, ana at 
ua reverse touch the beam brought it up to the 
surface.

FISH-TAIL RUDDER. 


“How will the inhabitants of your little 
Craft breathe?’ “Every thirty-eight hours 
it must come up for a long, ,deep 
breath,’’ answered M. Apostolott, smiling. 
‘Practically, the only danger we have 
to fear 1s the outer sheil, or corps tour- 
nant, getting smashed, eituer by running 
onto @ rock or encountering a _ whale. 
Still, a powerful electric light will shine 
through the belt of thick glass running round 
the boat, and will illuminate the water depths 
above, below, and for a hundred yards all 
round us.’’ 

‘And will the Plongeur always remain un- 
der water?” “No, not necessarily so; butif 
it is half out of the water the speed of the 
corps tournant will be reduced by nearly 
half, the boat will proceed at a rate of 80 
knots an hour instead of scuttling along at 
120 knots an hour.” 

‘* Your invention will ‘be chiefly useful for 
the purposes of maritime warfare.” ‘I wish 
more to utilize my discovery for the purposes 
of commerce, but of course as a torpedo boat 
it will be irresistibie.”’ 

“Have you ever actually tried it yourself 
in water?” ‘Yes. Sometime ago 1n Russia, on 
the Volga.

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HOW THE BIG STORES FIND OUT 
WHAT THEIR RIVALS ARE DOING, 


The Intelligent Feminine Detective in the 
Disguise of a Fashionable Shopper— 
Clerks Sent Uut on Bargain-Purchasing 
Tours—Efforts That Are Made to Balk 
Their Enterprising Schemes—Cash Girls 
Detailed to Detect the Detectives. 

New York Sun; The proprietor of one of 
the largest dry-goods stores on Fourveenth 
street sat in his office last Monday morning 
looking over some marked advertisements in 
the Sunday newspapers. Presently he rang 
for the superintendent and that gentleman 
came in. 

‘*Mr. Johnson,” said the merchant, *‘ these 
advertisements that I have marked here are 
worth inquiring into. It seems that some of 
our competitors are offering special induce- 
ments at this timein the matter of holiday 
goods. Attend to this at ouce, please, and 
let me hear from you.” 

Mr. Jonnson bowed, took the papers, and 
walked out. He devoted about half of the 
next hour to carefully reading over the ad- 
vertisements reterrea to by his employer. 
Then Mr: Johnson turned around and, nod- 
ding to one of the clerks in the office, said: 

‘*T wish you would find Miss Williams in 
the bric-A-bracdepartment. Tell ber I would 
like to see her at once.” 

The clerk went out, and ina few moments 
returned with a young woman.

The clerk said that in a sarcastic manner, 
and for once Miss Williams’ anger and indig- 
nation were not feigned. She did not go to 
the Superinteadent, however, but tried to out- 
wit the clerk by going to another part 6f we 
store. The clerk was apprised of the fact, 
however, and got around in time to balk Miss 
Wiiliamsin her attempt to purchase. The 
clerk could not, of course, refuse absolutely 
to sell to her, but overcame this obstacie b 
saying that everything was sold. Miss Will- 
iams was followed trom counter to counter, 
and finally gave up in despair, having been 
able to purchase only one article of the many 
she had started to get in this store. 

With few exceptions, however, in the other 
stores she went to she found no difficulty 
in obtaining all that she desired. With 
the exception of a few minutes for 
lunch she was on her feet nearly the 
whole. day. Several times she attempted 
lo escape from whe little girl who was 
following her, but each time was entirely un- 
successful. She stopped for halfan hour at 
the house of a friend. When she came out 
she thought she had worn out the little girl’s 
patience, fur she was not in sight, out sev- 
eral minutes later tne little girl bobbed up 
serenely, having spent the meantime munch- 
ing cakes ina bukery across the way from a 
house at which Miss Williams had been viait- 


ing. 

Shen Miss Williams finally turned up at 
the store from which she had started ‘the 
cash pir was close behind her. She saw 
Miss Williams go up-stairs and report to the 
Superintendent, and managed, through a 
shrewd question or two, to find that she was 
employed there. Then, with a knowing nod 
of the head and a self-satisfied smirk, she 
gave up the chase. Miss Williams had been 
comparatively successful, and there were 
many articies awaiting her at home. Having 
announced this to the Superintendent, she 
went home, and the next morning came to 
the store at the usual hour with a written re- 
port of her entire experience and the samples 
she had obtained. These were critically ex- 
amined by the Superintendent and then 
taken to the head of the firm. 

Neariv every Monday clerks from the va 
rious dry goods houses go through this same 
experience, so that it has become a recog- 
nized custom. It is the only way in which 
the big retail merchants can keep themselves 
informed asto the inducements offered by 
their rivals. Monday is especiaily selected 
because the greatest bargains are usuaily ad- 
vertised the day previous. The object more 
particuiarly is to see whether the goods are 
really sold as advertised, and to enable each 
merchant to see for himself whethér he is 
being undersold by a competitor in any par- 
ticular article. Rarely does the same clerk 
go out for more than two or three weeks in 
succession. When the articles he or she has 
purchased are brought to the merchant he 
compares them with the annonncements in 
the advertisements, and if any of them are 
sold chearer than in his own store, then the 
buvers of those particular articles are likely 
to be hauled over the coals. 

‘* Some clerks,” said the Superintendent of 
one of the big stores recently, ‘** zo beyond 
their orders. I remember a giri who had 
been buying up bargains fora firm up-town 
some time ago. She came to us and secured 
employment for the mere purpose of getting 
our prices and turning them over to the 
other firm. Of course no reputable clerk 
would do that, and neither would a reputa- 
ble firm countenance it. An amusing in- 
stance of one firm’s picking up the bargains 
offered by another first occurred about a 
year ago, when an up-town firm advertised 
‘Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary’ for 
less money than we could buy it from the 
publishers. Every one of our clerks re- 
ceived orders when they went out to lunch- 
eon to buy one of those dictionaries. Un- 
fortunately the clerks in other houses had 
received similar instructions, and the dic- 
tionaries were disposed of long before half 
our men had been able to get to the store.” 

Not only do the firms endeavor to keep- 
track of the bargains offered by théir rivals, 


but they are fully as much interested in the 


prices of the regular stock goods. These are 
ust as apt to vary as the prices of special 
gains.
